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THE INAUGURAL 

The ceremonies of installing the city | 
government of Woburn for 1900 took 
place in Lyceum Hall at 3 o'clock last 
Monday afternoon, Jan. 1, in the 
presence of a fairly large audience, A 
severe snowstorm then raging doubtless 
deterred many from going to the Hall 
which cut down the attendance to con- 
siderably less than its usual size, It 
was however a good audience in quality, 
and an appreciative one 

After a prayer by Rev. Henry 
©. Parker, Pastor of the Unitarian 
Church, the oath of office was admin- 
istered to Mayor-elect’ William F. 
Davis, and to the Aldermen-elect, by 
City Clerk John H. Fino, and thus the 
machinery of the new Administration 
was duly set in motion. 

Immediately following these impres- 
sive ceremonies Muayor Davis arose, 
advanced to the tront of the stage, and 
proceeded to deliver his Inaugural Ad- 
dress. The document made 29 pages, 
large aud small, of closely type written 
matter, but its length did not appear to 
be wearisome to the attentive listeners 

After heartily thanking the people 
for giving him a second election to the 


important and honorable office of 
Mayor of Woburn, expressing his 


lively appreciation of the courtesies ex- 
tended to him by the different Depart 
ments during the last year, welcoming 
cordially the new members of the City 
Jouncil, and promising to strive to 
merit the confidence and approval of 
constituents the present year, the 
Mayor then entered on an elucidation 
aud explanation of the public business 
during his first term, aud show what 
became of the public funds. ‘This he 
did in « clear and concise manner, giv- 
ing the marrow of the reports of the 
several Departments, accompanied by 
explanatory remarks as each was read 
off. 

The Inaugural first treats of the 
Water Department, of which the 
Mayor says: ‘The Financial Exhibit 
of the Department for the year is very 
gratifying.” ‘The receipts for 1899 
were $48,096.26, and the operating 
expenses $10,748.75, and ‘*the income 
from the operations of the year, alter 
paying the fixed charges, was $4,721.- 
51.” Under the able management of 
Water Commissioner Elwyn G. Pres- 
ton the expenses of the Department 
have been greatly reduced during the 
lust two years. ‘Then follows a detailed 
account of the extension of water 
mains, their location, and of other 
done by the Department. 

The Mayor congratulates the city ou 
the greatly improved condition of the 
street lighting. He says: ‘*many miles 
of wires have been removed from the 
streets under the new system, and the 
Company [Woburn E. L. H. & P.] 
has shown a commendable desire to 
fulfil its contract with the city, not only 
in letter but in spirit.”

| LOVELINESS IN WOMAN SEEMS LINK- 
| ED WITH TRAGEDY. ' 


Well as In Fietion Exr- 
and God 
Charms Appear to Be Freighted 
With Danger to Their Ponsseasors. 
Beauty—when applied, at any rate, 
to persons by the pen of the novelist, 
the dramatist and the historlan—seems 
to be a vastly dangerous holding, and, 
fustead of bringing In Its trend that 
superb joy voiced by the dictum, it car- 
ries with it a burden which is indeed 

a very hard lot to bear, 

Pick up any novel at random, and 
you will read that the only persecuted 
creature in it, to speak by the card, 
is the beautiful young heroine. It ts 
her beauty which has attracted the 
villain, like the bright flame which at- 
tracts the moth, and made him act as 
a brute to her, 

Beauty in novels, freely Interpreted, 
means dreadful suffering, physical and 
mental It means a deadly poison 
which is as fatal as the sting of a 
| viper and which permeates the body 
and soul of the average heroine of the 
mnodern novel. It brings no Joy except 
at the end of the book. 

The penalty for being beautiful 
would seem to be more exacting and 
tore disagreeable than the disappoint- 
iments experienced by the ugly. It is 
because the modern heroine of books 
or of the stage js deseribed as a sort 
of daughter of the gods in form and 
build and looks that you take interest 
in her and follow her doings, her suf- 
ferings, through every page of a novel 
or through every scene and act of a 
| play. 

Leave fiction for fact. Scour the vil- 
lages of the United States from Maine 
to California, and you will find, with 
yery few exceptions, that nearly all 
can tell the story of how once upon a 
time there lived in the village a beau- 
tiful girl who fell a slave to the mad 
delirium of love and after many years 
came back a wreck. ‘There is recorded 
in the unwritten archives of nearly ev- 
ery village such a story as that told In 
one form or another. 

But this is not the story of a village 
merely; it is the history of the world. 

It was this evil fate of beauty that 
wrecked Cleopatra, who in turn wreck- 
ed Mark Antony, broke the heart of 
Octavia and brought the horrors of clvy- 
il war upon imperial Rome. The great 
Julius fell a yvietim to her exquisite 
charms at a single Interview. 

Cleopatra wus a beautiful and mag- 
niticent creature, and ber charms never 
failed to captivate and conquer those 
who passed before her. She was not 
only all this, but her personal beauty, 
seemed to have influenced her mind tn- 
tellectually in a marked degree, for she 
Wis & Woman of very high attainments.

There is the pitiful story of Julia 
Donna, who, in her walden days a poor, 
humble girl, was on account of her 
great personal charms raised from a 
common sphere to the highest that Iin- 
perial Rome could offer. She became 
the wife of Severus and thus empress 
|} of Rome, Her beauty was her eyil 
fate, She lent herself to the flattery of 
courtiers, permitted all and sundry to 
approach ber with their sentiments. 
Finally she fell back into the position 
she came from, but not before she had 
been stabbed In the arm by a son, who 
intended the blow, however, for his 
brother 

Disappointed of all hope of ever be- 
coming again the power she once was 
In Rome, deserted by those who 
brought her to her misery, forsaken by 
her friends, she ended her days in star- 
| vation, 

There was yet another beautiful Ro- 
man Julia, who, through her extreme 
beauty, was iotroduced to and became 
the wife of a famous senator when she 
was only 16, Between that tender age 
and four and twenty she lived up to 
the traditions of the times, fell a yic- 
tim to the concelt of her own charms, 
became the prey of flatterers, conspired 
against her husband and was finally 
put to a violent death.

The Rumford Monument, 


In passing the Woburn Public Library 
and observing the monument being 
erected on the Library grounds we can- 
not repress the thought that the Library 
Committee have greatly erred, if not 
egregiously blundered, in authorizing the 
use of them to commemorate the deeds 
of any man, however worthy, other than 
Woburn’s best loved and most generous 
benefactor. ‘Those grounds were emble- 
matic of his simple, plain and open life, 
and everything that would mar their 
beauty, or disturb their harmony, or 
that would in any way tend to elface 
the memory of the donor, or diminish 
the homage so freely accorded him by 
an appreciative public, should be rigidly 
excluded. Indeed, every inch of them 
is, and of right ought to be, forever, 
sacred to the memory of CHARLES 
Bowers WINN, Who in life and in death 
was Woburn’s true and loyal son. Not 
only was he _ loyal to his native town, 
but when the Nation was struggling in 
the throes of a gigantic Rebellion, un- 
known to family and friends, quietly 
and alone, he found his way to the front 


where he joined a battery from his 
native State. A commission was offered 
him which he respectfully declined. 


Places of comparative comfort and safety 
were tendered him which he refused, 
choosing rather the humblest place with 
the humblest patriots in the Union 
Army. All the duties pertaining to his 
position were cheerfully performed until 
his battery was ordered into action 
when his place became the rear, with 
the teams, where was little danger so 
long as our lines in front were intact. 
Here was his first disobedience. His 
comrades were on the line, bravely work- 
iug their guns, and exposed to all the 
dangers incident to such service, while 
he was at the rear, out of harm's way, 
where was no opportunity to show the 
metal be was made of, or to, in a manly 
way, express his valor and his patriotism, 
As he heard the roar of his own battery 


guns in the artillery chorus, and the 
answering shots that came screaming 
through air, and he saw brave men, 


mangled and torn, borne to the rear, bis 
ardent and nature could no 
longer be held in sck. Accordingly he 
deserted the plac assigned him and 
joined his comrades at the front where 
he sought the post of duty and of danger 
and fearlessly did the work of a veteran 
till the close of the action. 

These are but passing incidents in his 
military life and services but they are 
indisputable tokens of the sublimest 
courage and the purest patriotism that 
the most ardent lover of his country can 
possibly manifest or express, Yes, he 
willingly submitted to the stern discipline 
of the field; he gladly gave the services 
of his young manhood to his imperiiled 
country, aud he freely offered his young 
life that the Nation he loved might live. 

This Library is) his monument; is, 
indeed, a memorial of his valor and 
patriotism, of his Kindness and his love; 
and we, lis comrades, can view the 
erection of this monument, or any other 
works of art, on these sacred grounds 
as little less than sacrilege, 

Who was this titled foreigner that you 
should build bim #® monument on this 
hallowed ground, under the Stars and 
Stripes where titled paupers are un- 
known? What did he do for Woburn 
that he should be thus honored? Were 
his lite and character models for the 
present age and generation? You say 
he had bis birth in Woburn. Aud you 
may add thatin early manhood he shook 
the dust of Woburn trom his feet and 
was thereafter a@ stranger to his native 
town, And when the Colonists sought 
alleviation trom some of the excessive 
burdens Britons had imposed upon them 
he took the side of the oppressor and 
becume a banquetted guest of General 
Gage who commanded the British forces 
in the town of Boston. And when the 
great Warren and bis compatriots tell 
almost within sight of his birthplace no 
anguish heaved his breast nor tear ot 
pity filled his eye. And when that brave 
and patriotic army of Liberty and Free- 
dom, with bare and bleeding feet, were 
marching over the frozen suows of 
winter to succor their beleaguered com- 
rades he was an officer of the “King’s 
Own” in America ready and impatient 
to wipe them from the face of the earth. 
Is the monument to this tithed intruder 
to be an object lesson in patriotism to 
the patrous of the Woburn Public 
Library? If so there are others. 

Charles Goodyear was a citizen of 
Woburn, In the War of the Rebellion 
he joined in the Copperhead chorus in 
denouncing the Government and damn 
ing the Flag, and y¥ among those who 
denominated the immortal Lincoln an 
ape, and Charley Winn, and such as he, 
“Lincoln's hirelings.””” He discovered or 
invented the process of vulcanizing 
rubber which has blest mankind and 
enriched the world. It some friend of 
his will bear the expeuse, will you allow 
him to erect & monument to the memory 
ot that old Copperhead as another object 
lesson in patriotism ? 

Jefferson Davis was an ardent Seces- 
sionist, & violator of his oath, a traitor 
to his country, and became the head 
and front of the slave-holder's effort to 
destroy the Government and disrupt the 
Union of the States, and yet he was a 
kind husband and father, a generous 
friend, an able statesman, an efficient 
Secretary of War, and bad many warm 
and admiring friends here in the north. 
Will you, also, permit his monument 
to grace those sacred grounds as still 
another object lesson in patriotism ? 

Benedict Arnold was the arch traitor 
of this country and one of the most 
contemptible that ever disgraced any 
uation, He sold his army for power and 
pelf, but under the Providence of God 
and of watchful men he failed to deliver 
the goods, In the earlier history of the 
Revolutionary struggle his name stands 
out in boldness and prominence. He 
was undoubtedly an able officer and a 
brave man. When we read the account 
of his fruitless expedition from Boston 
to Quebec through the wilds of Maine, 
amid the snows of winter, we can but 
commend and admire the courage, the 
patriotism and the perseverance he dis- 
played in all that long and dangerous 
march. Will you also permit the de- 
scendants of his friends and admirers in 
consideration of his distinguished ser- 
vices in the earlier years of the War to 
erect & monument there as still another 
object lessou ib] forhear,

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THAT BOULEVARD. 


At a meeting of the Council held 
Iast Saturday evening an order was 
adopted authorizing the Mayor to peti- 
tion the General Court for a boulevard 
in this city. Without stopping to ask 
what the General Court has to do with 
building boulevards, except to appro- 
priate money for them, we would sug- 
gest that a movement to obtain one for 
Woburn, now that the question has 
reached an official stage, should be 
thoroughly and dispassionately can- 
vassed before any farther steps are 
taken towards securing it. 

That the proposed parkway on the 
westerly side of Horn Pond would be 
a good “thing for the city nobody can 
deny; but can we afford it? With our 
present apologies for highways and no 
prospect of their immediate improve- 
ment; with a pressing necessity for 
more schoolrooms ; would it be wise to 
borrow a large sum of money with 
which to purchase luxuries that may 
well be gone withont, fora few years, 
at least? Would the City Council be 
justified in laying out thousands of 
dollars merely to ornament the town 
while its actual necessities are 80 
great and oppressive? 

Under the cireumstances the folly of 
the present movement for a boulevard, 
to be located out of sight and sound of 
the business centre, is apparent on the 
face of it. We do not believe that 
Mayor Davis will ever endorse a scheme 
so illtimed and visionary. 

But some men tell us that the State 
will foot the bills. No such a thing. 
If Woburn gets a boulevard she will 
have to pay a good round price for it. 
The State Park Commission are vot 
doing business for fun, When such 
improvements as Woburn would ask 
for are determined on the Commis- 
sioners exact a large share of the ex- 
pense from the towns and cities to be 
benefitted. Is anyone so foolish as to 
think the Commission will make an 
exception of this city and give us a 
parkway merely for the asking, with- 
out money and without price? 

Mayor Davis is well endowed with 
sound practical sense; he bas the inter- 
ests of the city at heart; he under- 
stands its absolute, actual needs; and 
we think he will hesitate a long while 
before asking the General Court to 
allow Woburn to overdraw her deposit, 
or for the right to borrow beyond her 
legal borrowing limit, for the mere 
purpose of ornamentation and display.

Charles Goodyear, 


Mr, Epiron:—Your correspondent, “G. 
A. R&R,” errs in stating that Charles 
Goodyear was inimical to his country in 
the U.S, Civil War. Mr. Goodyear died 
July 1, 1860—the year before that war 
began. He was an humble, worthy, and 
unfortunate man, who devoted his time 
to perfecting his inventions, and he 
endured great’ privations, in which his 
family shared, particularly during his 
stay in Woburn. He was, as we say to- 
day, “crazy” on the subject of India 
rubber, and it was in this city—then a 
town—that his great discovery in con- 
nection with this product was made, 
His biographer, Bradford K. Peirce, on 
the testimony of Mr. Goodyear’s daugh- 
ter, states aw important fact concerning 
the place, when he says that the dis- 
covery accurred in the kitchen of his 
own house here. ‘The circumstances of 
the discovery were these: 

“His brother, and a number of indi- 
viduals who were acquainted with the 
nature of the gum and its manufacture, 
Were sitting in his kitchen with him one 
winter evening * * * While engaged 
in his usual discussion about his experi 
ments, and making a rapid gesture in 
his earnestness, a piece of gum, which 
he held in his hand, accidentally came 
in contact with the hot stove. As the 
gum in its natural state melts at a low 
degree of heat, what was his astonish- 
ment to notice that it charred like 
leather without dissolving. No portion 
of it was sticky. 

“His daughter says: ‘As I was passing 
in and out of the room, I casually ob- 
served the little piece of gum, which he 
was holding near the tire, and I noticed 
also that he was unusually animated by 
some discovery which he had made, He 
Hiiled the piece of gum outside the 
kitchen door in the intense cold, In the 
morning he brought it in, holding it up 
exultingly. He had 
flexible, as it was when he put it out. 
‘Chis was proof enough of the value of 
his discovery,’ 

About thirty years ago, during my 
stay in New Haven, Conn., where the 
Goodyear family belonged and Mr, Good- 
year was born, | was personally ac- 
quainted with some of his friends, such 


as Dr, Leovard Bacon, John Warner 
Barber, and others, Once Mr, Barber, 
the wellknown local historian, showed 


me a copy of the biography by Dr. 
peiras, then Yecently published, and 
nowihg that | was from Woburn, said 


that he knew r, Goodyear well, and 
then made some favorable comment on 
his character, Lt is the testimony of his 
biographer that he was a most unosten- 
tatious, exemplary, personally economi- 
cal, pure-minded and pious man, 

His invention, on Woburn Plains, of 
the vulcanization of India rubber in the 
winter of 1838 and 1839, has undoubtedly 
proved of great benetit to the world, 
“Woburn Plains” is now known by the 
name of Montvale, and his sufferings 
there made a deep impression on the 
inventor's after life, 

@ is worthy of a monument, whether 
ip he erected tn the confines of Woburn, 
ar in the more publio halls or squares 
of the capital of his nation, All nation- 
alities are indebted to him for a most 
useful invention, which has added greatly 
to human comfort, as well as to human 
prosperity.—-C. ‘

Woburn in the Eighteen Forties. 


WITH CONCLUSION OF EXTRACTS FROM 
DIARY OF LEONARD THOMPSON. 


_The Woburn Weekly Advertiser for 
Sept. 3, 1846, under the title “Our Town,” 
says of the Woburn of that day, that 
“to the mere visitant”’ it presented the 
appearance of a pleasant and retired 
country village, in which agriculture 
was the principal business, with the few 
trades absolutely required for the im- 
mediate supply of the inhabitants. 
There was, however, an aspect of growth 
and enterprise by a perceptable increase 
in population and dweilings, and the 
various departments of industry were 
flourishing. To the stranger coming 
from a larger and more bustling place 
the air of quiet was oppressive. Phere 
were few towns of the same size in the 
vicinity of Boston which had more evi- 
dences of enterprise and industry within 
their limits. No less than thirty kinds 
of business were represented in the town. 
The location of the Lowell railroad depot 
in Boston at that date was inconvenient 
to business men residing in Woburn, and 
had prevented many persons from select- 
ing Woburn as a’ residence, notwith- 
standing the beauties of the scenery. 

In 1544 the manufactories of Cum- 
mings’, A. Thompson & Co., and Winn 
& Co., were among the most prominent. 
Che local military company—the Woburn 
Mechanic Phalanx—under its new com- 
mander, J. B. Winn, numbered sixty-one 
rank and file. The Woburn Marion Band 
was one of the most popular military 
bands in the county. The Woburn 
delegation to the Temperance Mass 
meeting in Boston, May 30, 1844, num- 
bered about two hundred, Gen. Abijah 
Thompson, chief marshal. This delega- 
tion was escorted by Albion Engine Co., 
No. 1, of Woburn, and accompanied by 
the Marion Band. This mass me ting 
was the grand gala day of the Washing- 
tonians—the jubilee of temperance in 
old) Massachusetts. Woburn was then 
spoken of as a moral Village, and the 
custom of profanity was frowned down, 
lhe curious banner, called the cockerel 
banner~now preserved in the antique 
department of the Woburn Public Library 
—was borne by the delegation from this 
town, It was really a “striking affair, 
to wit:—one old Cockerel, with long 
spurs, and about a dozen cockerel’s 
heads, without bodies or spurs either; 
also a broken bottle, the last tenement 
of the departed spirit, which was the 
cause Of this unnatural and fowl neck 
wringlng scene.”

The following sharp piece from the 
Woburn correspondent of the Stoneham 
Requlator, a Whig journal, is not caicu- 
lated to reflect on anybody ip particular, 
but is only inserted here as a s ecimen 
of the correspondence sent to the aver- 
age local paper. 

“We are living in an age of vast and 
unprecedented improvement, not only 
in the arts and sciences, but also in the 
human species. The ‘march of mind’ is 
making such rapid strides here in this 
town that babes never become youths, 
but leap from the breast and at once 
take their stations in the ranks of men, 
Time was once, when young men knew 
their place, aud kept it, learning wisdom 
from experience and the precepts of 
age; but in these latter days of modern 
improvements they are born natural 
orators and statesmen, and like the young 
partridge commence running with the 
shell yet on their back. The time is not 
far distant when babes will rise up and 
astonish the world with bursts of elo 
quence equal, if not superior to the 
Highest flights of Demosthenes or Cicero. 

“It is quite a common occurrence here 
to see youngsters fresh from the nursery 
(with in reality hardly sense enough to 
keep themselves from being headed up 
in & hogshead) get up in political meet- 
ings aud utter slanders against men of 
standing in society. ‘These beardless 
youugsters will retail other men's ideas 
tnd will deliver opinions with the 
utmost pomposity and display on sub- 
jects which they have not discrimination 
to understand, 

“Where is the manhood of our people, 
I would ask, when young whelps are 
permitted in public meetings to call our 
own Har rison the abusive epithet of 
coward,” ete, ete. The communication 
is signed “Inkpen,” and is dated at South 
Woburn (now Winchester} Sept. 28, 1840. 

The advertisement of the Warren

It is the true 
policy of the city not only to repair its 
roads, but to immediately repair worn 
places and to fill up the cradleholes and 
thereby save the rapid deterioration of 
the roadbed by the coursing of the rain 
water. A stitch in time is as true in re- 
pairing roads as in anything else. 

While the city may not have the funds 
with which to construct weil rounded 
roads such as will properly drain off the 
surface waters into the gutters, yet the 
immediate repair of worn places will 
save & greater expense of repairing wash-

In studying Brigham Young T have 
not souglit to know ¢he man as he lives in 
Mormon literature, with a glowing reli 
zious halo about his eminently business 

ike brow. T have sought rather to find 
him throngh conversations with some of 
his favorite captains and throngh the 
letters he wrote them when they were 
engaged in perilous missions to wild 
districts in the unexplored west. These 
were the men who lived near to him 
and knew the thoughts that throbbed in 
his active brain, None of these men has 
told me of any striking religious thought 
which he uttered from the pulpit, but 
all have said that he insisted that it al 
Ways paid to plow deep and plant al- 
falfa. They have related with especial 
pride their talks with ‘‘the president” 
at evening camp fires, when he would 
plan, with wonderful accuracy, irriga 
tion canals and village sites, to be made 
in connection with the conquest of some 
new valley they had explored. The 
plans which he traced on the ground 
with his cane by the firelight generally 
anticipated very closely the later results 
of surveys, His letters to these captains 
were full of instructions abont provi- 
sions, coming emigrant parties and the 
treatment of the Indians, They always 
closed with a devout reference to Divine 
Providence, but the underlying spirit 
was that of the sturdy industrial chief- 
tain aiming at the conquest of the waste 
places. 

This man’s dream was of empire. In 
every fiber of his body, in every beat of 
his brain and heart, he was a material 
ist. All his buildings, like all his phi 
losophies, were fashioned on strong and 
simple lines, They were made, not to 
look beautiful, but to serve useful pur 
poses and to last long. That he used the 
power of the church relentlessly to ac- 
complish his ends cannot be denied. But 
the church, however much it may have 
meant to others, was with him only one 
of the means, and not the great object 
of his ambition, His first act in Utah 
was to raise the American flag and pro- 


| claim himself governor of ‘the state of 


Deseret’’—land of the working bee.— 
Atlantic. 


The Educational Ideal. 

Our present system of elementary ed- 
ucation does not rise to the moral re 
quirements of the age. It stands too 
largely for the development of the mem- 
ory for the purpose of mere money mak- 
ing, to the neglect of the nobler spiritual 
qualities. It too often leaves out the 
cultivation of the heart and the training 
of the hand, the quickening of the con 
science and the growth of the moral 
perception. Such a system is not educa 
tion in any large sens 


talozzi called ‘‘mere instruction.’’ The 
education that makes character, indi- 
vidual and national, begins with the 


heart, the conscience and the imagina- 
tion. The storing of the memory with 
facts is a tool shop more essential to the 
making of a living than the learning 
how to live, which is life's higher pur- 
‘*We create life through ideals,” 
taught Pestalozzi. ‘‘We learn by do 
ing,’’ said Froebel. And both agreed 
that life must be taught from life or by 
example, and that the individual gift of 
the pupil was ‘‘sacred to the teacher,” 
and that each pupil must be developed 
after his own gift as though there were 
no other pupils like him or gift like his 
in the world. The old time New Eng 
land school dame, whipping the dates 
of the reigns of Roman emperors into 
5-year-old brains, formed no part of the 
grand Pestalozzian vision. ‘‘ Education 
stands for character,’’ said Pestalozzi. 
Our national education is defective in 
the power of this fundamental principle. 
A reconstruction of education must come 
in this country, and the best methods 
of character education be made universal 
or else we must suffer deterioration. A 
heart that responds to justice is the first 
lesson of life, and the ideal or gift of 
the pupil must be stndied by the teacher 
before the pupil is put to memorizing 
text books, which is instruction.—Re- 
view of Reviews.

AUTHOR OF “‘RORY O’MORE.” 


Samuel Lover Was a Gifted Artist as Well 
os a Writer, 

Mrs. Fanny Schmid, daughter of 
Jamuel Lover and mother of Victor 
Herbert, the American musician, con- 
tributes a paper of reminiscences of 
“The Author of ‘Rory O' Moore’ ’’ to 
The Century, After describing Lover's 
first employment in his father’s counting 
room Mrs. Schmid says: At 16 years of 
age he left his home in spite of the op- 
position of his father and resolved to go 
his own way, depending solely on his 
own mental exertions for earning his 
bread. This shows his charact r in its 
true light, for, although distinguished 
by an enchanting amibility and cheer- 
fulness, yet he had an iron will, an un 
tiring industry and perfect self depend 
ence, 

AC first he managed to support him- 
self by executing for physicians draw- 
ings, Which were destined to appear in 
‘iatomical works, and had, of course, 
to be remarkably accurate. It is 
more extraordinary that he was able to 
do this, as he had never been taught to 
draw and had up to that time practiced 
the art only for his amusement in 
leisure hours. 

With patient industry he daily im- 
proved himself in miniature painting 
and was soon able to establish himself 
as a portrait painterin Dublin. This re- 
mained his principal profession through 
life, although he practiced many branch- 
es of art besides, 

Having painted everybody in Dublin 
who wished to be painted (as he himself 
used to express it), after the lapse of a 


considerable time he decided on shifting | 


the scene of his efforts to London, where 
an endless field of action presented it- 
self. The groundwork of all his future 
activity had in the meantime been laid 
in Dublin He had been contributing to 
various magazines, and also making 
many charming drawings for them, 
which had appeared as wood engravings. 

The first and second series of the hu- 
morous and racy ‘‘Legends and Stories 
of Ireland’? had appeared in London and 
had been received with great favor by 
the public and the press in England as 
well as in Treland. 

The first song which he succeeded in 
selling to a publisher he would not take 


money for, but arranged to take a guitar | 


in exchange, as he had long wished to 
possess such an instrument, but had as 
yetnot been able to buy one. How little 
he dreamed at that time of the thon- 
sands of pounds that would be made by 
his songs in the future! Unfortunately 
the publishers got the lion's share of the 
profits, 

I may here remark that he played 
both the piano and the guitar exceed- 
ingly well, although he had never had a 
lesson on either of these instruments, 
He was most eager in acquiring every 
sort of information, and had, for 
stance, out of his own scanty earnings 
as a youth, after he had left his father’s 
house, contrived to pay for lessons in 
French from the best French teacher in 
Dublin, and he spoke that language flu- 
ently. It was then astill more necessary 
axecomplishment in society than now, 
and at school he had learned only Latin. 

After his first song had sold well sey- 


eral others followed, and it was easy to | 


find publishers for further compositions 
in London. 

His first dramatic work was brought 
out at the Theater Royal, Dublin. It 
treated of the principal incidents in the 
life of a certain real or legendary queen 
of Ireland, who was an Amazon = and a 
great heroine. 

Before transferring his place of resi- 
dence from Ireland to England my fa- 
ther had exhibited a large and beautiful 
miniature portrait of Paganini at the 
Royal Academy, London, Most portraits 
of Paganini were hideous caricatures, 
making him look like a demon, while 
my father’s portrait of him was a won- 
derful likeness, representing the master 
as he really wus and doing justice to the 
spiritual and benignant expression of 
his extremely interesting face. The pic- 
ture at once procured for my father a 
ynost honorable rank as an artist in Lon- 
don and actually grounded his reputa 
tion there,

A CITY OF THE DEAD. 


PERE LA CHAISE, THE 
BEAUTIFUL CEMETERY OF PARIS 


It Contatna 96,000 Mausoleums and Mon- 
The Last Resting Place of Many 
A Bat- 
tlefleld In the Days of the Commune,

Pere la Chaise, so called after Louis 


XIV's confessor, who had his residence} 


on the hill long ago, covers 106 1-2 acres 
and is laid out, like a miniature city, 
in nearly 150 streets or avennes and lit 
tle paths. Bordering these are 096,000 
mansolenims and monuments of every 
description, from the most magnificent 
tombs to the most unpretending urns. 
Each little house has its family name 
above the door, and few are ever with- 
out some fresh tokens of loving remem 
brance, 

The French may not be a deeply rv 
ligions nation, but they certainly do not 
lack personal affection and respect, and 
this is strikingly shown in their devo 
tion to the memory of their dead, Orin 
mental wreaths made of beads or tin, 
black, white and colored, many of them 
with appropriate mottoes, were pile dor 
hung upon the monuments. 

Entering one of the main streets and 
walking up the hill, we were soon in a 
labyrinth of tombs. Inside of one little 
house, which had aglass door, there was 
a shelf built of marble, upon which 
stood a framed photograph of a man. 
On each side were vases filled with 
white lilacs, and underneath was stretch- 
ed a white ribbon, and letters in gold 
upon it told that this was an offering 
from his sorrowful schoolmates. Three 
columns rising from one pedestal and 
resembling some fragment of a Roman 
ruin stood to commemorate three broth- 
ers who had wished to be laid together. 
Many monuments were like obelisks or 
in other Egyptian forms, showing the 
influence upon the fashion of the time 
of Napoleon’s eastern campaign. One 
large column with a broken shaft stood 
alone in an open space upon a raised 
platform and attracted our attention be 
cause of the great number of wreaths 


and flowers piled high upon it. This 
} Was a monument to those whose burial 
places were unknown, whose deaths 


were shrouded in mystery, and whose 
mourners come here to pray and weep, 
As we looked a poor woman with a 
child by one hand added her little spray 
of chrysanthemums to the gay but pa- 
thetic heap, Soon familiar and world 
famous names began to claim our inter- 
est. Here lay Moliere and further on 
Alfred de Musset, the yreat poets, 
Chopin’s last resting place marked by a 
beautiful figure. Lafontaine, with a 
little fox appropriately crowning his 
sepulcher—for who can mention him 
without thinking of the sly puss that 
got the crow’'s dinner?—Balzac, the nov- 
elist; Cherubini, the composer, and 
jimany other famous painters, authors 
and musicians. Then the brave men 
| who fought for France—Marshal Ney, 
Napoleon's right hand man, who lies in 
a little inclosed lot filled with shrubs 
and flowers, but with no monument, for 
when he died his enemies were in power 
and would allow none to be erected, and 
now its absence and the simple grave 
speak more eloquently than could the 
finest tomb. 

Near by lies poor Villeneuve, who 
| lost at Trafalgar and in consequence of 
Napoleon's displeasure received such a 
harsh repulse when he returned to Paris 
that he ran a needle through his broken 
| heart. Just across the way from him is 
Parmentier, the agriculturist. He was 
the man who with the utmost difficulty 
conyinced the dainty French that the 
potato was worth cultivating and eat- 
ing. They say that Marie Antoinette 
| helped him to attain this end by wear- 
ing potato blossoms with her beautiful 
ball gowns. However true this may be, 
certain it is that the vegetable is planted 
every year around the good man’s tomb. 
There is one tomb which every one is 
sure fo visit ab Pere la Chaise, and this 
is the grave of Abelard and Heloise, the 
grave that has been the subject of so 
many songs and yerses, and where loy- 
ers come to plight their vows and pledge 
| their faithfulness. 
| must be, too, on a moonlight evening, 
with the pale rays falling on the stone 
figures lying peacefully side by side, 
with folded hands, under the canopy of 
early Gothic style, with queer gargoyles 
at each corner, The story of the lovers 
is well known. They had many trials 
and tribulations, but at last they rest 

together, according to Heloise’s last 
Wish that she might be reunited to her 
idol. Through the tombs and trees we 
went higher and higher, until we came 
| out upon a wide terrace and Paris burst 
upon our view. Paris, sparkling in the 
sunlight, spread before us in a glittering 
| panorama, an immense expanse of white 
| buildings with domes, towers, spires 
| and bridges, and the Kiffel tower rising 
like a gaunt skeleton amid the feast of 
beautiful architecture. No wonder that 
the mutineers of the commune appreci- 
ated the fine adyantages of position af- 
forded by Pere la Chaise. Here they in- 
trenched themselyes and transformed 
the quiet cemetery into a noisy camp. 
Here they met the fire from the govern- 
iment positions, until finally they were 
overpowered by troops which scaled the 
| heights, and the terrible slaughter took 
place when thousands of the communists 
fell among the sepnicheys. Some poor 
wretches tried to hide in the tombs, and 
the merciless soldiers closed them up 
fast, so that to this day skeletons of their 
victims are found in their ghastly pris- 
ous.—-Paris Cor. New York Observer.

evening. They may, in warm weather, 
go to the al meda, or public park, when 
there is a band concert, but always un 
der escort, They may go to a tertulia, 
or evening party, but with some com 
petent persce™. They may dance, mildly 
flirt, on such occasions, but they are al 
ways under the watchful eye of a rela- 
tive. There is plenty of proper freedom 
for young girls, and a larger liberty in 
the cities than formerly, but they are 
not allowed to run about without escort, 
and avery careful eye is kept upon 
them by parents and relatives, even to 
distant male cousins. Such a thing as a 
young girl or young woman of any 
character cr family being upon the 
street at night, alone and unattended, is 
unknown. Your daughter goes to visit 
a friend in the afternoon and stays to 
tea. Then the gentleman and lady of 
the house, the gentleman alone or an 
old servant brings her home. So the 
streets of this big town are never the 
scene of foolish, flighty girls being fol 
lowed and *‘picked up’? by strangers. 

And as for men who insult young 
girls and women, the remedy is usually 
a sudden and fatal one, In milder cases | 
the newspapers give minute descriptions 
of the ‘‘satyr’’? who has insulted a lady, 
and the public is asked to take warning. 
One fellow, who, in an interior city, 
made an insulting remark about a lady 
standing at a window, was conducted to 
the alameda, and, in view of the chief 
part of the town's best society, was held 
down on a stone bench and caned until 
he yelled for mercy, and was then or- 
dered out of town on the next train, He} 
went. In another city a mule teacher, 
Wo was ‘‘too fresh’’ in his conduct to 
ward young girl pupils, was waited on 
by a deputation of gentlemen and asked 
to favor the city by his permanent ab- 
sence. He, too, went. 

The etiquette regarding the protection 
of women from molestation and insult 
is such as prevails in the southern states 
of the American Union. There is no 
fooling on the streets, in the theaters 
and public places with respectable wom- 
en,

The Ancestors of Some of the Four Hun- 
dred Were Very Humble Citizens—Some 
of Gotham ’'s Society Leaders Sprang From 


Very Sturdy Stock. 


John Jacob Astor, the founder of the 


Astor family, was a peddler of musical | 


instruments. 

Commodore Vanderbilt, three genera- 
tions back, began life as a small farmer 
on Staten Island, He was also a ferry- 
man and clam digger. 


Jay Gould, father of George Gould | 


and of the Countess Castellane, first ap- 


peared in New York as a seller of rat 
He did not make a success of this, | 


traps. 
so he turned land surveyor. 
The distinguished Hoffman family, 


| which has given one governor to New 


York state and has mingled its blood 
with many of the leading families in 
New York society, was settled in trade 
New York over a century ago as 
dealers in groceries. 

The founder of the Mills family, com- 
paratively new in New York society, is 
Darius O. Mills, the present owner of 
the Mills building and the father of 
Mrs. Whitelaw Reid and of Ogden Mills. 
Mr. Mills began life selling household 
goods from place to place in the interior 
of New York state. 

Mrs. Bradley Martin’s father was a 
cooper in New York city who devoted 
his life to making barre] staves, kegs for 
beer and hogsheads for tobacco, The 
cooper’s name was Isaac Sherman, and 
his granddaughter is now the Countess 
of Craven, 

Governor Levi P. Morton began his 
commercial life as a tailor at Han- 
over, N. H., where he manufactur- 
ed clothes for the Dartmouth college 
students. Hanover is but a small town, 
not having even a railroad station, and 
Dartmouth college gives it the only so- 


cial life it possesses. Governor Morton 
} was the leading merchant of the place 
There are people in New York today 


who claim to possess clothes made by 
him during these early days. He soon 
left Hanover and went into the dry 
goods business. From this he realized a 
fortune, and then he went into finance, 
founding the banking institution of 
which he is now the head. Besides be- 
ing governor of New York he has been 
minister to France and vice president of 
the United States. 

A Washington market butcher ac 
cumulated the fortune that made Mr, 
Fred Gebhard possible as a conspicuous 
figure in New York society. The orig 
inal Gebhard sold butter and cheese as 
well as pork chops and spare ribs, and 
among his customers were many swells 
also inherited 
some of this wealth 

The great Waterbury cordage trust, 
the conception of that brilliant financier, 
James M. Waterbury, originated over 
in Williamsburg, where the original 
Waterbury started a ropewalk with a 
smal boy to help him, but with plenty 
of energy and ambition, He made rope 
for the ships that came to New York in 
the early days of the century, and they 
were handmade, of fine hemp, unlike 
the machine made ropes of the present 
day. The ropewalk, which became more 
and more prosperous with advancing 
years, was handed down from genera 


| tion to generation, realizing millions of 


dollars for the Waterburys 

The earliest member of the Post fam 
ily of whom there is any record was 
Jothan Post, who conducted a butcher 
shop. Butcher Post sold tripe, pork and 
choice cuts of beef to the New York 
swells of a century ago, and he delivered 
his own meats at their houses, He lived 
up stairs over his butcher shop, and his- 
tory records that he was one of the first 
men eyery morning to open his shop for 
business in the city, He lived to a good 
old age and left numerous descendants, 
who have intermarried with other dis 
tinguished families, 

Peter Cooper, whom many residents 


| of New York remember to have seen rid 


ing about the city in « queer old buggy, 
wearing big stee] spectacles and whis 
kers under his chin and having an air of 
great benevolence, founded the fortunes 
of the Couper family, In early life he 
went into the glue business, and the in 


| dustry he founded is still carried on, al 


though its odoriferous product is now 
described as ‘‘gelatin.’’ Abram 8 
Hewitt became tutor in the family and 
married Miss Cooper, Both he and Ed 
ward Cooper, son of Peter Cooper, have 
been mayors of New York, Peter Cooper, 
however, was the most distinguished 
member of the family, and his public 


benefactions will make him long re 
membered 
There is no record of the Sloanes in 


the early days of New York's history, 
but no list of the families prominent in 
society at the prosent day would be com 
plete without a reference to them, The 
Sloanes inherited a tine carpet business, 


which waabuilt up by py. ances tox who 


was us good a judge of brussels or ax- 
mninster as any in the city in his day. 
This institution they have broadened 
and extended. W. D. Sloane married a 
daughter of William H. Vanderbilt and 
is the father of an interesting family. 

When Miss Fannie Work of this city 
married the brother of Lord Fermoy, she 
hyphenated the name and called herself 
Mrs. Burke-Roehe, though there is no 
such name in the peerage. Her hus- 
band's name is J. B. B. Roche. Her sis- 
ter Mrs. Cooper-Hewitt, who also 
hyphenated her name without apparent 
cause, Their father is Mr. Frank Work, 
as genial a gentleman as ever set foot in 
the Stock Exchange. He began life in 
this city as 4 dry goods clerk, and he 
Was a good one too. His love of horse- 
flesh led to an acquaintance with Com 
modore Vanderbilt, who took a fancy to 
him, persuaded him to go into Wall 
street and promised to give him his 
brokerage business. Mr. Work did so 
and became a millionaire banker and 
one of the most popular men in Wall 
street, from which he retired from ac- 
tive business years ago.—New York 
Journal.

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ALDERMAN CONN’S ROAD 
ORDER. 


Judging from the tone of the dis- 
cussion which took place ata recent 
meeting of the City Council on the 
proposition of Alderman Horace N. 
Conn to petition the Legislature for 
authority to borrow $100,000 in excess 
of the debt limit for the purpose of re- 
building streets in this city, and the 
votes taken anent the same, there ap- 
pears to be but small encouragement 
for the success of the project. On the 
part of several of the speakers the 
question of who should do the work on 
the streets, if the money was secured, 
seemed to be a much larger one than 
that involved in the main isaue, while 
others vigorously opposed the order. 

Before Ald. Conn’s plan can become 
operative it must run the ‘gantlet. 
What will be its stages? The City 
Council, the Mayor, the Legislature, 
the Governor. With public sentiment 
strongly opposed, its adoption by the 
City Council is problematical, to say 
the Jeast. But if that body should 
accord the order an affirmative vote 
then it goes to the Mayor who, judg- 
ing from the hostile attitude of Presi 
dent Blodgett, can be safely relied on 
to veto it. If, however, it should 
escape that danger then the Legislature 
will take it in hand. Should its action 
be friendly, then it will go to the 
Governor who, if his late message 
means anything, will refuse to give the 
business hie official approval. 

With the possible exception of our 
City Council, in each of these stages 
the idea of Legislative permission to 
towns and cities to borrow money 
beyond their respective debt limits is 
not favorably entertained. 

The prospect, then, for the success 
of Ald. Conn’s order is far from being 
brilliant. Aad besides, according to 
Auditor Barrett’s report, before his 
scheme gete fairly launched, the city 
will be some $80,000 inside of its 
borrowing capacity, and will have 
‘money to burp.” 


——— 


[ar Doubt is expressed as to the 
legality of the status of the present 
School Board of this city. The votes 
taken by the Board at its organization 
on Jan. 2, were by Ballot, whereas 
Sec. 1, Chap. 170, of the Acts of 1899, 
provides that ‘when in any city the 
election of any city officer is vested in 
the Common Council, or in the Board 
of Alderman, or in both acting jointly 
or iv concurrence, or any other munici 
pal body or board, the election shall not 
be valid unless it shall be made by «a 
viva voce vote,’ etc. It is reported 
that Mayor Davis has ordered that the 
School Board forthwith comply with 
this statute according to his interpreta- 
tion of it, which interpretation is 
evidently erroneous. What the Board 
will do remains to be seen. The 
Mayor’s error censists in including the 
Board’s officers in the catagory of city 
officers, which eminent lawyers say 
they are not. And again, what has 
the Mayor to do with the question. 
anyway? He is not a member of the 
School Committee and has no more 
business to meddle with its transactions 
than any private citizens.

WITH CONCLUSION OF EXTRACTS FROM 
DIARY OF LEONARD THOMPSON. 


Il. 


The business depression of the years 
4825 to 1837, was followed by a period in 
which it was-hard for an honeat, indus- 
trious young man to find anal 4 profit- 
able to do, Many Woburn youth there- 
fore left their native heath, and sought 
homes and occupation elsewhere. Some 
departed for the then far distant West. 
Others went to sea under Capt. Jefferson 
Ford, a Woburn man, who at this time 
was mate of the ship Burmah, making 
voyages to the Island of Cuba and to 


the Baltic Sea in Russia, a voyage 
usually lasting seven months. Among 
the latter was Mr. Thompson. Another 


was Bartholomew Persons, of Woburn,— 
whose death Mr. Thompson notices— 
who died of yellow fever, after a tew 
days sail_ from New Orleans on his pas- 
sage to New York. Mr. Thompson says 
of him, under date of January 17, 1838: 

“He was a cherished companion of my 
early days and while I deeply feel his 
loss, I shall long remember his fine dis- 
position and noble character with much 
admiration.” 

Capt. Ford died in service in the U. 
S. Navy during the Civil War, leaving a 
family at Winchester, Mass. 

Mr. Thompson's itinerary before 1843 
was therefore an extensive one. Besides, 
a residence at Swampscott, Mass., for a 
considerable time in 1834, for his health, 
and the voyage to Cuba and Ruasia in 
1836-1837, he spent two months in Boston 
in 1838, and some time in Philadelphia, 
Penn., and Mobile, Ala., in 1839. From 
the last named place he had a danger- 
ous voyage back to Boston, in December 
1839. In 1840 he visited Providence, Fall 
River, Newport, Lowell, Ipswich and 
Hallowell, with a view of settlement. 
He remained in Ipswich, Mass., and 
Hallowell, Maine, dividing his time be- 
tween both places during the greater 
part of the years 1841 and 1842, and in 
the latter year visited Springfield and 
Chicopee, in Western Massachusetts, on 
a tour of observation, and established 
himself at Hartford, Conn., for a few 
months, In 1843 he had returned to 
Woburn, where he was keeping a store 
on his own account, with a reasonable 
degree of success. 

With these preliminary remarks we 
continue the final instalment of entries 
from his daily journal. 

In 1840, under date of August 5, is this 
entry, “By the last Census, which my 
Father has taken, Woburn contains 2,933 


inhabitants,” 

November, 4, 1841. “In the evening 
we listened with muoh delight to an 
address from B. F. Hallett, on the pros. 

ects of Democracy, in the new town 
all, formerly the Universalist meeting- 
house; about three hundred present.” 

April 13, 1842. ‘Woburn has continued 
to grow with strides in numbers, wealth, 
and business, yet some have built too 
large an establishment on a small foun- 
dation and are tottering to ruin, So 
many new houses and buildings of vari- 
ous description have been erected that 
I hardly feel at home.” 

April 15. ‘Father having business to 
attend at the ‘Silk Farm,’ I rode over 
with him and found quite a village, 
where seyen years ago only one house 
and a wide extent of pine plains were 
seen. Now about twenty houses and a 
stone mill, etc., rise to surprise the 
visitor. Mr. Sweetser, of Boston, owns 
# large establishment here. His green- 
house is a great curiosity, and speaks 
much for the enterprise and taste of a 
private gentleman. The culture of Silk 
8 discontinued.” 

April 17, “The singing [in Woburn 
churches} has much improved. and [the 
choirs] are well trained. A Unitarian 
society has hired the town house and 
hald stated meetings.” 

July 25, 1843. many of the towns- 
people are journeying for pleasure. The 
Dad Fellows Society goes ahead fast. 
Worthy accessions every session.” 

July 28. “Went to Boston, and coming 
home was obliged to come through West 
Cambridge, ou account of a vessel get- 
tin aground in the river at Medford 
Br Saxe: bj 
July 30. “A fearful catastrophe has 
befallen ux, Last night the fino cottage 
of Mrs. Caldwell took fire and was con- 
sumed without insurance, and still more 
unpleasant, Mr. Josiah M. Richardson, 


® worthy, promising young map, was 
80 severely injured f the falling of the 
chimney, that his life is despaired of. 


Tfis brother Ben only escaped by a long 
[éap from the ladder. Loss $900. 1 knew 
nathing of it till J came into the village 
this morn. I attended church [July 30]. 
Congregation very thin; indeed, only 6 
women were present iu the body of the 
house; P. M., a few men present.” 

“July 31. “This evening Leander 
Thompson lectured on the manners and 
customs of the Syrians and inhabitants 
of Asia Minor to a delighted audience. 
I attend a meeting of the Albion, No. 1, 
Fire Company; new candicates were 
initiated from Stoneham,” 

August 2. “This morning about 4 
o'clock, the people were suddenly aroused 
by the cry of fire again, and the bell 
ringing violently waked me at once. I 
was soon on hand, and on arriving at 
the village found it was down to Black 
Horse. Starting for the fire we got most 
there and were told it was Bacon's 
factory. Three buildings and contents 
were destroyed, Two mills containing 
various machinery and a small dwelling 
house were included in the destruction.” 
' Mugust 8. “A company of 19 Hawker's 
Square boys returned to-day from the 
héaches, where they had been on a 
tour,” 

August 25, “This evening, Marion 
Band of Woburn gave a concert, led by 
Mr. Kurek, a Polish refugee, assisted by 
several ominent musicians from the 


city.” 

“August 31. “The Pulaski Guards, of 
Boston, came out to dine at the Horn 
Pond House.” 

Sept. 2. “Mr. Josiah Richardson, who 
was injured at the fire, about the last 
of July, and who has lived against all 
hope, and in great misfortune, expired 
this morning at 4 o’clock. He was an 
early schoolmate of mine, and remark- 
able for his mild and christian temper.” 

Sept. 8. ‘Sunday, P. M., Mr, Riehard- 
son's funeral was attended by an im- 
mense throng of friends and mourners,” 

Sept. 7. “Our new school house is 
rapidly Hrogressing. Several new dwel- 
lings and @ large building for stores are 
go ng up. A steady prosperity attends

Notes from the Public Library. 


The beginning of the calendar year 
is a time for retrospection and as a 
new leat is turned it is not unprofitable 
to glance back over the doings con- 
nected with our Public Library and 
see what has been accomplished during 
the past year. 

The annual literary census bas been 
taken and though it may not differ 
much from the preceeding year, shows 
that there is still a continuous and 
widespread interest in everything per- 
tuiniog to the Library. Under a new 
system adopted by the Trustees the 
bulletins which have been issued every 
three months will be discontinued, and 
in place of them a card catalogue will 
be arranged, divided into fiction, juve- 
nile and miscellaneous books, which 
will be placed in the Reading-Room for 
general use. This will specially ac- 
commodate those who are looking for 
the latest editions, as the accessions 
will be kept up to date. 

The Trustees, also realizing that a 
large number of the publications that 
are sent out are ephemeral and would 
soon pass out of notice, have been more 
careful in the selection, by having all 
the fiction and juvenile books read 
before placing them on the shelves, 
consequeutly not so many books have 
been added, but what has been lost in 
number has been made up in quality. 
A goodly number of books have been 
added which take high rank in litera- 
ture, like ‘*The New Pacific” by 
Herbert H. Bancroft, whose author 
says, for the first time countries around 
the Pacific Qcean are presented as an 
entirety ; resources and industries, hia- 
tory and romunce, together with the 
events leading to the present active 
developments. Important chapters are: 
Resources of the Pacific, Mines and 
Manufactures, Hawaii. Race problems, 
and the condition of the Chinese in the 
United States is fully treated. 

The Harpers have furnished several 
books during the year on Cuba, whose 
aim has been to recount facts and fur- 
nish exact information on the social and 
economic problems by which Cuba is 
conlronted. 

**Stevenson and Browning Letters,” 
in two yolumes, are of great interest. 
‘Life of William Makepeace Thack- 
eray” is not lacking iv material for the 
biographer. His departure from India, 
his arrival in England, his early school 
life, misfortunes in London, his life in 
Paris, the distinguished people he met, 
and the places he visited, are all repro- 
duced. **The many sided Franklin,” 
by Paul Lecister Ford, a t*biographical 
mosaic,” is a work of rare interest in 
the field of American biography. 

Four notable books are: ‘*James 
Russell Lowell and his Friends” by 
Edward Everett Hale; ‘*Contempor- 
aries,” and **Cheerlul Yesterdays,” by 
Thomas Wentworth Higginson; ‘*Re- 
miviscences by Julia Ward Howe, 1819- 
1899.” Mrs. Howe’s wide experience 
in the best society of America and 
Europe, her fine intellectual equipment 
and culture, make her reminiscences 
sure and worthy of preservation.

A BEAR IN A CAVE. 


Two Indians Went In by the Light of a

Robert H. Davis tells in Gameland 
how two buck Indians of the northwest- 
ern coast tribes went into a bear's den 
and, by the light of atorch, killed a big 
grizzly bear. 

A young law student got sight of the 
bear one day while he was still hunt- 
ing.

Then he went to a nearby In- 
dian camp and got Trinity Dick and a 
Pitt river Indian, who said they would 
go with the man after the bear if he 
would let them take the rifle. The stu- 
dent let Trinity Dick take the rifle and 
borrowed another for the Pitt river In- 
dian. 

‘‘T waited outside,’’ the student told 
Davis, ‘‘while the Indians went into the 
cave with a torch. I listened for a long 
time, then I heard the dull boom of two 
guns away back in the caye somewhere. 
Then all was still again for some time. 
After a bit Trinity Dick came out and 
waved bis hand to me, then went back 
in. I followed and quickly came to the 
bear, which was already loosing its hide 
at the knife point of the Pitt river In- 
dian. 

‘*The cave was deep, with many arms.

Trinity Dick, being 
the eldest, got the place of honor, while 
the other followed, holding the torch 
high aloft. The bear was not in the 
main cave, and they went to the end 
Without coming upon it.

As the Heutenant and his wife turned 
their horses’ heads and bade farewell 
to their comrades Colonel Anstruther | 
ealled out:

Look after 
my garden for me; remember, I expect 
to find it in as good order as I leave it.” 


Both the colonel and the lieutenant 
were enthusiastic gardeners, 

As the regiment tramped past Mrs, | 
Long cried out: | 

“Goodby, Ninety-fourth! God bless | 
you!” 
And the men shouted back: | 
“Goouby, our lady! God bless you, 


Mrs. Long!” 

It was a last farewell for many of 
them, though they little thought it, for | 
a fortnight later Colonel Anstruther 
and more than half his men were killed | 
at Bronkborst Spruit. 

Out on the open veldt, about half a 
mile from the town, were eight mill- 
tary huts, each 60 feet long by 18 feet 
wide, built two abreast, with an inter- 
vening space of SU feet, the whole 
forming a parallelogram 7S yards Ip 
length by 20 in breadth.

This 
pecullar corruption, like many others, is 
solely due to the English tradesman,

The heather thrives in great profu- 
sion op the rocky slopes of the Tusean 
Alps in North Italy and on the moun- 
tain sides In Corsica.

Many other accidents are the result 
of the bad practice of turning down a 
gas flame, particularly in a bedroom. 
This is always il) advised, for such a 
turned down flame may be either blown 
out by a draft of air from an open win- 
dow, or else it may be extinguished by 
a sudden variation or reduction in the 
pressure. When this happens in a 
small bedroom without ventilation, 
there Is great danger of asphyxiation, 
particularly so if water gas is used. 
Much can be done to uvert this danger 
by a proper arrangement of the gas 
piping In houses. 

Another dangerous custom ts to shut 
off the gas at the main service or at 
the gas meter during the night, and 
numerous accidents, some of them fa- 
tal, have resulted from it. It is almost 
equally bad to turn off the gas at the 
meter during the day.—Cassier's,

Daurmal was a missionary. He took 


the utmost palns to spread throughout 
China a knowledge of the Hindoo god 
and of the most remarkable of the 
Hindoo true religions, that which In re- 
cent years enlisted the sympathies and 
sometimes the active champlonship of 
Sir Edwin Arnold and other thinking 
men This missionary prince must 
have met with success, for all China- 
men are not followers of Confucius; 
a great many of them are Buddhists 
Prince Darmal, to stimulate others 
by what be thought a good example, 
subjected himself to privations of ev- 
ery kind. He spent the greater part of 
his time In open alr. He prayed 
frequently, and he often performed 
long fasts. In one of his fasts he vow- 
ed that he would keep awake, but the 
flesh overcame the spirit, and he fell 


e the 


usicep. When he awoke, he was still 
drowsy, but he roused himself by a 
desperate effort, and, determined to 


make amends for his violation of his 
oath of wakefulness, he cut off his of- 
fending members—his eyelids —and 
threw them on the ground. 

Next day, after being awake all night 
—having no eyelids, he could not sleep; 
that is the logic of the story—he found 
that his east off eyelids had taken root 


in the soil and had sprung up into a 
shrub the like of which the earth had 
never before produced.

City Council. 


The Aldermanic Board held a meet- 
ing on the evening of Feb. 1, with 
President Blodgett in the Chair. 

The Conn road order was a bone of 
contention. Its opposers, led by Ald. 
Loring, offered an order for a loan of 
$25,000 tor highway purposes. It re- 
quested the Finance Committee to re- 
port au order for a sum not exceeding 
that amount, the result being that 
several members wanted to know just 
what it meant, being afraid there was 
a cat under the meal. Aldermen Lor- 
ing and Blodgett only pointed to the 
order in answer. After considerable 
discussion it was adopted. 

The $100,000 highway order was 
then taken up, and a substitute offered 
by Ald. Conn. It was in substance 
the order as offered by Alderman Lor- 
ing at the last meeting, that the Legis- 
lature be petitioned to allow Woburn to 
exceed her debt limit to the extent of 
$100,000 for highway purposes, Alder- 
man Blodgett opposed the order because 
it did not designate how the money 
should be spent. Then again he wanted 
to know if the city was ready to keep 
in proper condition the roads it was 
intended to construct. He favored 
better sidewalks, and would vote any- 
thing reasonable to bring it about. 

Alderman Loring opposed the order 
because there was plenty of money 
without exceeding the debt limit; very 
soon the city could hire $80,000. ‘The 
credit of the city stands high. 

Alderman Golden would not go to 
the Legislature for assistance when 
there was so much money to be obtained 
without doing so. He wanted a good 
Superintendent, well supplied with 
funds, Alderman Wood was equally 
anxious to keep from exceeding the 
debt limit if it could be done, and at 
the same time improve the streets. 
Alderman Doherty defended the work- 
men on the highways; he believed there 
were as good men on the highways 
in Woburo as elsewhere. Alderman 
Graney would not throw blame on the 
highway men; he wanted a good Super- 
intendent; other places get them. 

The amended order was then sent to 
the Finance Committee. 

A communication from the Board of 
Health asking for a loan of $2,000 for 
the purpose of cleaning Horn Pond 
was sent to the Finance Committee. 

President Blodgett offered an order 
providing for a committee to co-operate 
with the Mayor to secure a reduction 
in the price of gas in the city. Pres. 
Blodgett said the Woburn Gas Light 
Company had been established about 
50 years, with a capital of about $45,- 
000. Seven years ago it had accumu- 
lated a surplus of more than the capital 
stock. Its dividends had been large, 
the sum of $35,000 having been paid. 
Every year the company had set aside 
a sum for depreciation of plant ; $9,000 
was so disposed of last year and $5,000 
the year before. Only eight places in 
the State make poorer gas than the 
Woburn Company. ‘The stock of the 
Company is held largely by out-of-town 
people; the city gets only » small sum 
from the State aud Corporation taxes. 
Woburn should have 80-cent gas. The 
order was adopted. 

An order was adopted providing that 
the Highway Committee report a plan 
for work to be undertaken the present 
year in the line of permanent improve- 
ments. 

Order adopted providing for the 
petitioning the Legislature for an exten- 
sion of the Parkway to this city. Order 
adopted to petition for amendment to 
charter, providing in case of vacancy 
in Council the Council should fill it. 
This action was taken on account of 
the great expense of a special election. 

Charles L. O'Neil was granted an 
auctioneer’s license.

New Schoolhouse, 


At the last meeting of the School 
Board the following resolutions were 
submitted by Hon. George F. Bean and 
unanimously adopted: 

“The necessity of the construction in 
the immediate future of a new High 
School building demands action by this 
Committee in order not only that suit- 
able accommodations for the High School 
ay, be provided, but that the present 
building may be utilized for Grammar 
grades, quarters for which are already 
exhausted. It is thorefore resolved, 

“That the City Council be requested 
to designate a committee to confer with 
a committee to be hereafter named by 
this Board, with a view to tho selection 
of a site and the procuring of plans for 
such building, subject to the approval 
of both the Council and the School Com- 
mittee. 

“That in the opinion of this Board no 
repairs on the present High School build- 
ing can be made which will solve satis- 
factorily the problem of adequate High 
and Grammar School accommodations 
and eqipment in this city, and that the 
authority to borrow money for such new 
building, obtained two years ago from 
the Legislature, should be at once taken 
advantage of by the City Council, in 
order that the necessary accommodations 
may be completed within two years. 

“That His Honor, the Mayor, be re 
a sCnes requested to co-operate with 
this Committee in securing such joint 
consideration of this question as these 
resolutions contemplate, and that the 
Secretary be instructed to send a copy 
of these resolutions to His Honor, the 
Mayor, and to the City Council through 
its President.”

WITH CONCLUSION OF EXTRACTS FROM 
DIARY OF LEONARD THOMPSON, 


III. 


October 10, [1844.] The daguerreotype 
art is in vogue. 

December 31. Temperance picnic in 
the Town Hall; 700 persons present. 

May 17, 1845, Saturday. ‘This week is 
distinguished by the extra train of cars, 
at nine o’clock, A. M., and the running 
of a cab to and from them by 8. Young.” 

The month of May 1845, was decidedly 
dull in Woburn, so far as social events 
were concerned. Speaking for Society, 
Mr. Thompson writes, “in fact, I am 
ashamed of my native town, and myself, 
for our mutual unsociability; not a social 
gathering, or a literary lecture during 
the month! What a statement for 4,000 
people!” 

Saturday, July 4, 1846, was a cloudless 
day, and was ushered in, as usual, 
with all noisy accompaniments, “which 

atriots could wish, or rogues invent.” 

leep was out of the question. The only 
important event this day in Woburn 
was @ Sabbath School picnic of persons 
from Lowell and vicinity at Fulton Vil- 
lage—now Montvale. 

October 21, 1846. ‘The first lecture 
before the Woburn Lyceum was delivered 
this evening by Charles Sumner, Esq.; 
subject, ‘Improvement of time.’” 

October 23. “Attended the Lyceum 
lecture by William Sturgis, Esq., a 
gentleman owning and living upon the 
elegant Horn Pond estate.” The third 
lecture of this course was given by Levi 
Woodbury, on Nov. 4: subject, ‘Some 
traits in American character.’ On Dec. 
29, Theodore Parker, of the Melodion, 
Boston, gave a “capital lecture” on the 
“Signs of the times.”’ January 6, 1847, 
Ralph Waldo Emerson gave a lecture on 
“Eloquence.” Dr. ©. T. Jackson, of 
Boston, delivered the next lecture. This 
course of fifteen lectures was closed on 
March 17, 1847, by a lecture on ‘Great 
Britain,’ by Esquire Mann, probably 
Horace Mann. 

On January 28, 1847, the Hutchinson 
Family “gave a concert, and took in 
$150, at 12} cts. a ticket. Concert pro- 
nounced ‘Capital.”’ The crowd was a 
memorable one, 

March 5, 1847. The scholars in the 
town schools “had been riding in sleighs 
—60 to 67 in a sleigh of 7 seats for two 
days past—and to-day twenty-one young 
ladies chartered the North Star (sleigh) 
and with a driver and clerk went to 
Lowell. This outing was noticed in the 
Woburn Guide Post, and in the issue for 
March 11, a card from the young ladies 
who went on this excursion is printed 
thanking Mr. S. Young, the owner an 
driver of the sleigh, for hig courtesy 
toward them on that occasion, 

At this date great exertions were made 
ip this country for the relief of the 
poodle in Ireland, who were suffering 
rom famine. The sum of $320 was 
raised in Woburn for this purpose. 
Grain was shipped there in such arge 
quantities that the price of breadstuff 
was advanced. The Woburn Guide Post, 
for March 11, 1847, said, “Woburn is not 
to be behindhand in extending assistance 
to the starving population of Ireland.” 
It describes a meeting held at the Town 
Hall, where the citizens organized them- 
selves by the choice of the Hon, Charles 
Choate, chairman, Dr. John Clough, 
Secretary, and Gen. Abijah Thompson, 
treasurer, and adopted such measures as 
were needful to raise the funds required, 
Committees were chosen for the respuc- 
tive wards of the town to facilitate the 
collection of the subscriptions. ,OFf these 
gentlemen, John Johnson, Esq., alone 
survives, 

To illustrate the utter lack of interest 
in the local news of Woburn at this 
date, the following extract from the 
Guide Post for October 7, 1847, is here 
inserted :— _ 

‘In the interval which has elapsed 
between the cessation and resurrection 
of the Guide Post, we believe but little 
has occurred in town worthy of allusion 
to. In that time, to be sure, the visit of 
the Nashua Guards interrupted the usual 
tame course of events for a brief space; 
but with this exception life in town has 
continued its even and quiet flow. 
Woburnia still stands undisturbed, where 
she has now been located over two 
hundred years, and our sincerest wish is 
that she may always continue her ex- 
istence without any mutation of her 
bright prospect.” 

The prevailing dullness was relieved 
by one incident which served to brighten 
the fico a trifle. The President of 
the United States was expected to honor 
Woburn with his presence for a few 
minutes. Col. Leonard ‘Thompson in his 
Diary for June 30, 1847, wrote: “Presi- 
dent Passed through Woburn.” ‘The Wo- 
burn Guide Post for July 8, 1847, gives 
an account of this event. 

The story is that the citizens expected 
that the train conveying the President 
to Lowell would stop at the Watering 
Station in Woburn for a few moments. 
Accordingly quite a number assembled 
there, with the expectation of getting a 
hasty look at the ruler of the United 
States.@Tho train, instead of stopping, 
shot by, leaving those gathered to 
wonder at the reason, A bouquet, of a 
size little less than a common barrel, 
had been prepared to be given to the 
President, and the ceremony of presen- 
tation failed to come off. 

More than a thousand persons had 
assembled on the platform and adjoin- 
ing heights to welcome the President. 
The local military were drawn up in 
line and artillery stationed on a hill to 
fire a salute. The train was under such 
headway, and no previous intimation 
having been given of the purpose to 
meet the President at this point, before 
direction could be given to stop, the 
station was passed. ‘The assemblage 
ave some hearty cheers, and the artil- 
ery fired a salute, as the train dashed 
by the scene with great rapidity.”

want to saw off a bolt or something 
of that sort, and for that matter hack 
Saws are sometimes used for sawing 
in wood, 

Ilow long a hack saw will Inst de 
pends, of course, very largely on how 
much It is used, but a hack saw with 
which a seven inch steel shaft had 
been cut off still remained sharp 
enough for further use. Hack saws are 
put to many uses on Indoor and on out- 
door work. 

There are now made for railroad con- 
struction and repalr work portable rail 
siivs for sawing off rails, the old way 
being to cut them off with chisel and 
hammer, The rail is clamped into the 
frame in which the saw Is worked, the 
anw being operated by hand power 
Portable rail saws of American inven 
tlon and manufacture are sold all over 
the world, 

Of power driven saws for metals 
there fire various kinds, these saws be- 
Ing put to many uses. For some pur- 
poses hack saws are fitted up so that 
they can be power driven, but the saws 
commonly used with power are cir

cular, As to size, circular saws are 
made for metals ranging from 8 to 60 
Inches in diameter, and such saws are 
variously tempered, some harder and 
some softer, according to the use to 
Which they are to be put. Some are 
run at high speed, some at low speed 
Some are toothed and some are tooth- 


are also many saws used for sawing 
metals. The most commonly used of 
these saws is what is called a hack 
saw. 

The hack saw is built something like 
f& meat say; that is, the blade is held 
between the bent down ends of a 
frame, to one end of which Is attached 
the handle by which, in the ordinary 
way, the saw is plied, But the hack 
saw is smaller than the meat saw, with 
a far more slender frame, and a light, 
slender blade. 

There are various styles and sizes of 
hack saw frames, including extension 
frames, in which can be used, accord: 
ing as the frame is adjusted, saws of 
different lengths; for the hack saw 
blade is not riveted into Its frame, but 
adjusted there, and blades can be taken 
out or put tn at will, 

The blades are very narrow and very 
thin and yery fine toothed; they are 
made of a steel specially hardened for 
the use. Ino the manufacture of the 
blades the teeth are set and filed by 
machines with greater accuracy than 
that work could be done by hand, and 
at much less cost, Wormerly many 
hack saw blades were imported from 
Idngland; now there are very few tn. 
ported, The American blades are bet 
ter and far cheaper, They are so Inex 
pensive that when worn dull they are 
hot refiled; it is cheaper to use a new 
blade 

The tack saw blades most commonly 
used are made in various lengths rang 
ing from 6 to 14 Inehes; perhaps there 
are sold more 18 ineh blades than any 
other, These saw blades are put up 
in dozens, a dozen of them together 
making only a slender Itth bundle, 
The average price at retail ls about 65 
cents a dozen, 

Ilack suws are used in many trades. 
A Jeweler would have some little hack 
suws op his workbench; hack saws 
are used by machinists, locksmiths,

Such saws, in one form and another, 
fare used In the various mills In whieh 
Iron nnd steel are made into shapes 
and in bridge and architectural works 
and in machine shops and foundries; 
they are used for sawing off rails and

We of Custer’s command were swing- 
ing around to reopen the overland trail, 
every station of which in western Kan- 
sas had been captured by the Indians. 
We had gone into camp night after 
a continuous ride of nearly 100 miles, 
and everybody but the sentinels was 
fast asleep, When there came riding in 
from the northwest a girl, 18 years old, 
named Mary Thompson. She was rid- 
ing a pony without saddle or bridle, 
and she was hatless and without shoes. 
Most of the men had been aroused, and 
were anxious to hear her story before 
she reached the general's tent. Her re- 
port was terse and to the point, Ten 
miles to the northwest was a party of 
pioneers—8 wagons, 20 men and 40 
women and children, The camp had 
been attacked by Indians an hour be- 


fore, and the girl had mounted her 
pony, dashed through tho lines and gal 
loped in search of aid, She had been 


followed for the first three or four miles 
by mounted Indians, but had distanced 
them. 

Custer interrogated her concerning 
the situation of the and the 
strength of the Indians, and, believing 
the pioneers could hold their own 
through the night, the men were order- 
ed back to their blankets. It was about 
an hour before daylight when we 
moved, the girl riding at the head of 
the column with the general and two 
or three scouts, and we were within 
half a milo of the camp when the dark- 
ness faded away and gave us a view of 
the situation, Then it was a swift dash 
at the hostiles, a sharp fight for ten 
minutes, aud we had sent the band scur- 
rying away. 

In and about the wagons lay six dead 
and four wounded men—ten dead or 
wounded women and children. Every 
horse and mule was disabled, and had 
we waited a quarter of un hour longer 
the Indians would have ‘‘rushed’’ and 
carried the camp and wiped out, every 
soul. At midnight they had cut off two 
of the outer wagons for a moment and 
made captive a boy 10 years old—Mary 
Thompson's own brother, Her father 
and mother were among the dead, her 
brother carried away by tho warriors 
as they fled before us, The soldiers and 
pioneers crowded about the girl and 
gave her words of sympathy, and for a 
few minutes she hid away in one of the 
wagons to bo alone with her grief. 
When she reappeared, her tears had van- 
ished, and she announced her resolu- 
tion to make an effort to recover her 
captive brother, General Custer advised 
and argued with her, but she refused to 
go back to a point of safety with the 
surviving pioneers. She did not ask to 
g0 with the command, but intended to 
depend upon hers: I think she 
would have been forced to goaway with 
the pioneers had she remained with us 
a fow minutes longer, While the people 
were making ready for a start the rank 
and file learned of her determination, 
We outfitted her pony, handed her over 
a winchester rifle and a revolver and 
plenty of ammunition, supplied her 
with food for several days, and nothing 
was lacking when she rode out of camp 
in the direction the Indians had taken, 

Knowing that her brother Jimmie 
would be sent to some village among 
the hills to be held captive, she gaye all 
her attention to dodging war parties 
and hunting out villages, Ou the old 
maps of Kansas there used to be a creek 
called Thompson creek, and it was 
uumed after the girl. One morning aft 
er a nigh t spent in riding over the plains 
she entered a grove of willows and cot 
tonwoods on @ little island in the mid 
dle of the stream to lie up for the day 

About 10 o'clock in the forenoon an 
Indian band numbering about 20 old 
men, women and children came alony 
and made their camp on the east bant 
of the stream and within pistol shot of 
the hiding girl. Among the boye she

Ho 
had been clothed: in Indian dress, but 
she identified him at once. He was 


among the score of lads sent across to 
the grove to cut lodge poles and fire 
wood, and the girl planned w feat which 
the most daring scout would have hevi 
tated to attempt.

was not her fault that she mite a fail 
ure of it, He was one of the first to 
reach the island, and she rode boldly 
out of shelter and called him by name 
and moved toward him, He was 80 sur- 
prised at sight of her that he ran away, 
Sho overtook him and seized and tried 
to lift him on to the saddle, but he 
broke away from her and the Indians 
sounded the alarm, As many as & score 
of old men and boys monnted ponies 
and attempted to capture Miss Thomp- 
son, but after wounding two and being 
chased for five miles she made her es- 
cape. She did not go far, however. Hav- 
ing located the village in which the boy 
was held, she determined to hang about 
until her mission was accomplished. 

The mound known as Thompson’s 
Fort was also named after Mary Thomp- 
son. Her stock of ammunition had been 
reduced to nine cartridges when she 
met a scouting party of cavalry and was 
supplied with 100 rounds and as much 
provisions as she would take. She had 
then been dogging the Indians for over 
two months and had donned male at- 
tire as the handiest to get about in, 
There were Indians on the trail of the 
scouting party, and an hour after Mary 
had gone her way she found ® mount- 
ed warriors in sight behind her, This 
was at 10 0’clock in the morning and 
on the open plains, She headed for the 
faraway hills to the west, and for the 
first hour permitted the Indians to gain 
on her. When they had come within 
half a mile, she set the pace to hold 
them there, and made one of the great- 
rides recorded under like cireum- 
stances, Her horse was in prime condi- 
tion, and the ponies were also at their 
best. The Indians knew whom they 
were after and determined to capture 
her alive and unhurt, 

The race and pursuit lasted for 60 
miles, every rod of which was covered 
at agallop, The girl was riding straight 
into the enemy’s country, and at sun- 
down sho determined to go no farther, 
As she reached the creek flowing around 
the east base of ‘‘Thompson’s fort,’’ 
which is a hill standing by itself, she 
threw herself off her horse and took a 
long drink and then led the animal to 
the crest of the hill, Fortunately for 
her there was a sink or basin at the top, 
with many loose rocks lying about, and 
in a short time she had done all that a 
soldier could have accomplished under 
the circumstances. As the Indians came 
up they spread out to encircle the hill. 
They had run their victim to eagth and 
were in no hurry to face her rifle. 

From dark to dawn the heroine was 
not disturbed, and she afterward related 
that she slept fairly well. She had a 
soldier's canteen full of water, plenty 
of provisions and ammunition and was 
not at all dismayed over the situation. 
When morning came, the Indians de- 
manded her surrender, giving her much 
praise and promising to escort her to 
ne of their villages unhurt, This they 
would likely have done, but she did not 
propose to become a captive while able 
Zive wv from rifle or revolver. 
(wo hours were consumed by the Indi- 
ans in trying to negotiate a surrender, 
und then, finding the girl inflexible, 
they made their first attack, At a given 
signal the 12, who were under the com- 
mand of a subchief named Little Horse, 
rushed for the crest of the hill. They 
gained it, but after a fight of two min- 
utes were driven off with the loss of two 
warriors killed and one wounded, This 
last was the chief himself. He was shot 
through the cheek and had the tip of 
his tongue carried away, and so badly 
did this interfere with his speech that 
two years later he drowned himself in 
despair. So well was the girl intrenched 
on the crest of the hill that it was 
deemed unwise to attack her again, and 
the band sat down to starve her out. 
For three nights and two days she held 
the fort, wounding two other Indians 
and escaping all their bullets, and then 
the Indians withdrew and left her, and 
she went her way in peace, 

As 1 saw Mary Thompson when she 
first set out on her dangerous mission 
so did I see her when it had been con- 
eluded. From May until November she 
scouted the plains and dodged among 
the hills alone, her life and liberty in 
peril, almost every hour in the 24. The 
Village in which her brother was held 
captive moved many times, but she al- 
ways located if anew and watched for 
her opportunity. It came one night 
with the setting in of winter. There 
was a blizzard raging when she entered 
the village, crept from lodge to lodge 
and finally found her brother asleep be- 
tween two boys. She woke him up and 
got him out of the lodge without dis- 
turbing the others, and once they had 
mount.d her horse they set off in the 
direction of a supply camp 60 miles dis- 
tunt. So severe was the storm, howey- 
er, that after riding ten miles the pair 
made camp in a ravine until the worst 
was over. It was 80 hours before the 
storm ceased, and the Indians soon 
started out and picked up the trail al- 
most as soon as the pair had taken 
cump. The snow lay two feet deep on 
the level, and with the horse carrying 
double the race would soon have been

run, Camped ina similar ravine, ten 
niles to the west, were three compa- 
nies of the Seventh cavalry, and we 


had just broken camp and got into the 
saddle when Mary Thompson, with her 
brother on the saddle behind her, came 
riding down upon us, with the yelling 
Indians only half a mile away. 

Then tollowed what the eastern phi- 
lanthropists have been pleased to term 
“a cold blooded slaughter of unarmed 
Indians.’’ There were 22 in the band, 
All were armed, but they came over the 
ridge and down among us before they 
know of our presence, Only three lived 
to get back to the village.

At the same time a body of troops was 
collected at Grahamstown, supported 
by regiments recently arrived from 
England, and a serious campaign was 
undertaken against the Amatola moun- 
tains, which the enemy were said to be 
holding in force.

At the last annual meeting all the 
officers of the previous year were re- 
elected: President, Mrs, ©, Frances 
Eames; ist Vice-President, Mrs, A. M. 
Winn; 2nd Vice President, Mrs. M. L. 
Thompson; Treasurer, Mrs. L. E. B. 
Converse; Secretary, Miss R. B. ‘Tidd; 
Auditors, Mr. O. F. Bryant and Mrs. F. 
W. Crosby.

Mrs. Katharine G, Richards from the 
Board of Managers was accepted with 
regret.

She has been untiring 
in her attention to the interests of the 
Home, as one of the Executive Com- 
mittee, visiting very often, assisting by 
her excellent advice in its various de- 
partments, and at the same time sympa- 
thizing with the old ladies in all their 
trouble and illness. She also gave liber- 
ally for the support of the Home. 

At the September meeting Mrs. Lucy 
E. B. Converse, who had been the trust- 
worthy Treasurer for about eight years, 
sent het resignation. Her place was 
filled for the remainder of the year by 
the choice of Mrs. Lavinia G. Hartwell. 
Also at the same meeting a letter from 
Miss Susan E. Bancroft, the Matron, was 
read containing her resignation. Miss 
Bancroft was an efficient housekeeper, 
and it appeared at first difficult to fill 
her place. Mrs. Hannah Hopkins, who 
was nurse at the time, kindly assumed 
charge until s9me one could be obtained.

Sportsman’s Show. 


The Sportsman's show, which opens in 
Mechanics Building, Boston, Feb. 22 and 
continues through March 10, offers so 
many attractions that each day’s pro- 
gramme is & continuous performance of 
ever changing variety. 


There will be parks of wild game 
animals; an aquarium replete with all 
the best known game fish of our lakes 


and streams; a realistic Indian village, 
with representatives of the Ojibway, 
Algonquin, Lroquois, Nipissing and Milli- 
cete tribes; a fish pond stocked with the 
various specimens to be found in Maine; 
an exceptionally interesting display of 
yacht models; a fish hatchery in full 
operation; trees full of squirrels, and a 
tree of twenty raccoons, 

There will also be a host of competi- 
tive events and exhibitions in the minia- 
ture lake and in the well equipped 
modern gymnasium, which occupy most 
of the floor area of Grand Hall. In the 
lake there will be decided American 
amateur championships in water polo, 
short distance swimming, diving, and 
relay team racing. There will also be 
an intercollegiate team race tournament. 
Entries for these various events have 
been received from the Chicago A, A., 
the St. Louis Turn-verein, University of 
Pennsylvania, New York A. C., Knicker- 
bocker A. C., the B. A. A., and the 
Brookline Swimming Club. 

Cayoeing contests of various kinds will 
also be a feature of the Show. ‘There 
will be war canoe tugs-of- war, contests 
in club fours, band paddling contests, 
tilting tournaments, canoe upsetting 
exhibitions, and various other events, 
amusing and otherwise, which are popu- 
lar with canoeists. The contests in the 
tugs-of-war assume an international im- 
portance, because Canadians will be 
Opposed to Americans in the final heats. 

During the day time there will be 
exhibitions by swimming classes, and 
instructors of swimming schools, show- 
ing the methods by which children are 
taught to swim, to rescue a person from 
drowning, and to resuscitate that person 
when rescued. Paul ‘Tustin will give 
exhibitions daily of bigh diving, 

The splondidly equipped modern gym- 
nasium occupies a floor area of 70x40 ft., 
and on this floor will be contested the 
games of a basket-ball tournament, with 
an ubusually large number of entries. 
The tournament is divided into five sec- 
tions: Collegiate, Y. M. C. A., Athletic 
Clubs, Interscholastic and Girls’ Teams. 
The girls will not be opposed to men’s 
teams, but the winners in the other 
tournaments will play off for the cham- 
yionship of New England. ‘There are no 
ery than thirty-five entries in the various 
tournaments. Yale and Dartmouth will 
play at the invitation opening, Wednes- 
day evening, Feb. 21. There will also be 
in the gymnasium contests in gymnastics 
and indoor athletics, open to registered 
amateurs, in tumbling, flying rings, rope 
climbing, pole climbing, running high 
jumping, and flag racing.

BUCKED HIS SUPERIOR. 


TInsubordination For Which the Per- 
petrator Was Not Punished, 

“In connection with an oflicial order 
of some sort or other, L forget just 
what, | happened to see the name the 
other day of an officer of the United 
States army who 10 or 12 years ago 
gave a remarkable exhibition of what's 
called ‘insubordination,’ and yet he got 
away with it,” said a Washington man 
Who remembers things. “Never mind 
his name. Tle was attached to an artil- 
lery regiment in the capacity of a first 
lieutenant at the time and was serving 
at Governors island, in New York har- 
bor. The regiment to which he be- 
longed was commanded by a colonel of 
singularly haughty temperament, who 
didn’t take much stock in the enlisted 


man and who in turn didn’t stand 
deuce high in the estimation of the 
bucks. 

“Well, one extremely hot morning 


the colonel gave the order that all of 
the batteries of artillery stationed at 
Governors {sland should be put through 
a couple of hours of the Infantry drill 
right after the guard mount. It was 
during one of New York’s famous hot 
spells, when men were keeling over, 
sunstruck, by the seore in the big 
town. The temperature on Governors 
island was about 100 in the shade on 
this morning, and on the open parade 
ground, under the fleree rays of the 
sun, the heat was something deyillsh. 
Lieutenant—well, I came near giving 
you his name then—this lieutenant I’m 
spenking of was ordered to put the 
men through the drill. It looked like 
pretty small work to order men out to 
drill in heavy marching order—that 
was the colonel’s command—on such a 
morning, but the Heutenant had to 
obey orders. He took the men, who 
were pretty sore over the business, out 
on the parade ground and began to 
drill them, After about 15 minutes the 


weaker men in the battalion began to | 


keel over, and no wonder. The heat 
was Insufferable, and for men in heavy 
marching order it was simply unendur- 
able. The surgeon, seeing the 
men drilling on the parade ground and 
noticing that the men were dropping 
from exhaustion, went up to the colo 
nel, who was looking on from the 
shade of a tree, and told him flatly that 
the drill must Perhaps you 
don’t happen to know that in a matter 
of this sort the say so of an army sur- 
geon ts final. The post surgeon can 
override the commanding officer when 
it comes to a matter of the men's 
health. Well, the colonel told the sur 
geon that the drill wouldn't cease, any- 
thing of the sort, and there were some 
warm words between the two officers, 
which wound up by the surgeon saying 
that If the men weren't immediately 
sent to their quarters he wouldn't be 
The 
lieutenant heard all of this parley 
while the battalion was standing at pa- 
rade and the Inhumanity and 
stubbornness of the colonel made him 
pretty hot under the collar, speaking 
figuratively. He was already pretty 
hot all over Hterally, He knew that he 
had a sort of bulge, seeing that the 
surgeon had ordered that the men be 
taken off the parade ground, but he 
would probably have acted just as he 
did anyhow. He walked straight up to 
the colonel, saluted him gravely and 
said: 

“'*Colonel, the men are suffering. It 
is inhuman to force them to drill in 
this temperature, I beg to request that 
you permit me to dismiss them.’ 

“Sir, you will return to the head of 
the battalion and drill tt,’ said the eolo 
nel domineeringly, 

"The Heutenant calmly drew his 
sword from its seabbard, placed it on 
his upraised nee, deliberately broke it 
In two, cast the two pleces as far as he 
could, looked the colonel square in the 
eye and said:

factured by revolving a eylinder with 
pins protruding from the surface. 
These pins are arranged, like the spurs 
ona hand organ roller, to imitate trot- 
ting, galloping or walking when struck 
against other substances. If the sound 
of a earringe Is to be added to the 
trampling of horses, wheels are run on 
sand.—Cassell’s Magazine.

Chinese Lenther, 

The process by which the 
leather acquires Its pecullar character- 
istics Is deseribed us follows: 

The skins are put Into tubs contain- 
ing water, saltpeter and salt and after 
80 days are taken out, the hair Is shay- 
ed off and the skins well washed in 
spring water. Iach hide is then cut up 
Into three pleces and well steamed, 
which is done by passing them several 
times backward and forward over a 
steaming oven. Further, each piece is 
stretched out separately over a flat 
board and secured with nails, so as to 
dry gradually and thoroughly tn the 
sun. The smoke of the oven makes 


the leather black, and If It Is desired | 


to have it of a yellow appearance It is 
rubbed over with water In which the 
fruit of the so called wongchee tree has 
been soaked, 

Of the offal glue is made by heating 
It In pans for 12 hours over a slow fire, 
and the glue so obtained is poured into 
rough earthen vessels, where It re- 
mains three days in order to coagulate. 
The solid mass Is cut Into pleces with 
sharp knives and carefully laid upon 
gratinglike trays to dry, the time taken 
in drying varying from 5 days, with a 
northwest wind, to 30 or 40 days with 
a southwest.—Boston Transcript.

The envelope containing the mon- 
ey bore upon It, however, a thumb im 
pression, Mr. Carvalho testitied that 
the Impression on the envelope and 
several impressions of Gurney’s 
thumb corresponded exactly and 
tended that there were no two thumbs 
In the world alike. But such evidence 
was too subtle for the rural jury which

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ANOTHER MONUMENT. 


In response to the prayers of Posts 
83 and 161 of the Grand Army of the 
Republic of this city the Board of 
Cemetery Commissioners have desig: 
pated and set apart a plot of ground in 
Woodbrook Cemetery, 100 by 230 feet 
in extent, comprising 22 lots, for the 
burial of War Veterans, as well as for 
the reinterment of the patriotic men 
who died on the field of battle, in 
hospitals, etc., whose bodies now lie in 
the **Soldiers’ Lot.” They have agreed 
to transfer those bodies to the new 
grounds; to grade and improve the 
latter and put them in a condition satis- 
factory to the Posts; the consideration 
for which is to be a surrender of the 
old lot to the Commissioners. 

The new Soldiers’ Lot is located near 
the proposed little park at the junction 
of Salem, Beach and Bow streets, 
directly facing that ornamental triangle, 
which is to be properly fenced and 
beautified this season, and is satisfac- 
tory to the Veterans und all friends of 
the soldiers. 

A movement has been inaugurated 
to secure a suitable Soldiers’ Monu- 
ment for the new burial grounds, which 
movement is likely to succeed. The 
G. A. R. Posts are especially interested 
in it, are alive to its importance, and 
active in prosecuting the measure. 
There are reasonable grounds for the 
belief that the City Government will 
take a favorable view of the enterprise 
and appropriate a generous sum of 
money for the monument. In no way 
could the present City Administration 
80 surely increase its popularity as by 
such an act. 

Then again, our citizens are patri- 
otic wud itis believed that they will, 
very generally, embrace the opportunity 
to show their gratitude towards the men 
who fought, and some of them fell, to 
save the Union, by liberal subscriptions 
to this worthy cause. When under- 
stood there can be no doubt but that 
the undertaking will become popular 
and receive a hearty support from all 
classes of individuals. 

The new Soldiers’ Lot is ample io 
area, finely located, and, furnished with 
a handsome monument, would be an 
ornament to Woodbrook and the neigh- 
borhood. 


A PLATFORM. 


It is reported that prominent Re- 
publican Congressmen and leaders of 
the Party elsewhere have prepared a 
plattorm on which to carry on the next 
Presidential election. ‘Coolidge,’ the 
Boston Journal's able Washington cor- 
respondent, says: 

‘*The party leaders have deliberately 
come to the conclusion that the battle 
must be fought out on the question 
whether or not the United States has 
the right to govern outlying possessions 
as dependencies without bringing them 
into the Union.” 

The Republican Party take the affir- 
mative, and ‘‘Coolidge’’ further re- 
marks: 

**Cougress will enact legislation for 
Puerto Rico and for the Philippines 
which will bring the issue immediately 
to a head, and without regard whether 
it will be politically expedient or not, 
the Administration and Republicans in 
Congress are ready to abide by the 
issue which this legislation will make.”’

Sham Antiquities, 

A few years ago, in Soho, London, 
there was a factory for antique cop- 
pers which {s probably still in opera- 
tion. The legitimate business of the 
place was the manufacture of stew- 
pans and kettles, but when trade was 
dull In that way any sort of antiques 
for which there happened to be a de- 
tinnd was produced instead. 

An old incense burner, for example, 
would be repreduced by the dozen by 
hammering over a chuck. If orna- 
mented with pierced work, the copies 
would be coated with asphaltum, 
through which the design would be 
traced, when !t would then be eaten 
out in an acid bath, saving the time 
which would be required to cut out 
the pattern with a piercing saw. The 
bath leaves thin edges, by which such 
work may be detected. 

The work would then be annealed 
and would be permitted to oxidize and 
seale. Pickling with muriatie acid and 
salt, to produce a good coating of ver- 
digris, would complete the job. Some- 
times these “antiques” would be pur- 
posely broken and would be clumsily 
mended with solder or with pure tin if 
the plece was to pass for a very an- 
clent one. Chiseled metal was repro- 
duced by casting and “dubbing” over 
with the hammer, then pickling, an- 
nealing and bending. In such ways 
helmets, copper and brass castings for 
antique furniture and the like were 
made,—Art Amateur.

As the “copy” must be 
In the office, three or four miles away, 
not later than 1 o'clock, there {s a ne- 
cessity for quick thought and compos!- 
tion. The eritics are influential with 
the public, but their Judgment {Is not 
conclusive. If they were to combine to 
make a poor play succeed or a good 
play fail, they could not do It, The 
most they could do would be to send 
people to the theater or keep them 
away during the first week or so. Aft- 
er that the play would depend upon It- | 
self.

Jugs ans Floats, 

There are yartous things used as 
floats In fishing, from the pretty little 
painted floats of cork up to good sized 
jugs, these last being used in jugging 
for catfish In western rivers. The jug 
used as a float Is tightly corked, and 
the rope or line that serves as a fish 
line Is tled to the handle, the hook at 
the other end, on the bottom being 
bated with a frog or other attractive 
morsel, The jug may be used as a 
float for a single Mne, or two jugs may 
be placed as floats, one at either end of 
a trot Iine, from which a number of 
baited Ines depend, 

A big catfish of the kind not uncom- 
mon in western rivers, weighing 50 or 
100 or more pounds, would eyen make 
a jug bounce lively in the water, anda 
comparatively small fish would give it 
motion, whereupon the fisherman, who 
might be on the bank waiting develop 
ments, would put off in his skiff and 
take up the line.—New York Sun,

From the year 1858 tothat of 1867 


there were no less than seven British,

Before leaving 
they bored her full of holes, and we had 
reached her just in tine to rescue the

The death of Ruskin and Blackmore

their works. Ruskin was a voluminous 
writer; he gave his thought to many 


subjects; while a large part of all that 
he treats concerns some scene of beauty 
or some work of fine art. There is a 
charm about his rhetoric that is every 
where acknowledged, and one delights 
in reading his musical sentences. His 
most valuable and besi known works 
are, “Modern Painters,”” ‘Seven Lamps 
of Architecture,” and “Stones of Venice.” 
Blackmore will always be remembered 
by “Lorna Doone,” “Alice Lorraine” 
and “Maid of Sker.” 

New and interesting books added are, 
“The Story of Brook Farm” by Lindsay 
Swift, which is an account of the social 
experiment tried in 1841 in West Rox- 
bury. This work gives a biographical 
and critical account of the distinguished 
persons associated with it. The subject 
is of lasting interest since it not only 
involves the lives and works of such 
eminent Americans, but throws so clear 
alight on the conditions of that intel- 
lectual and social unrest in New Eng- 
land at that time. ; 

“Fisherman's Luck,” by Van Dyke, is 
a book on nature and cannot fail to 
interest all lovers of outdoor life; it 
breathes the odors of the green fields, 
and shows the magic charm of the 
woods and rivers. 

“A Century ef Science,” by John 
Fiske, is a collection of essays on vari- 
ous subjects, an important one being on 
the scientific conquest achieved in the 
nineteenth century, which the author 
says, is a marvellous story without any 
parallel! in the history of human attain- 
ment. Many lessons may be derived 
from this fact, but the one to be 
especially emphasized is, that the creature 
whose intelligence measures the pulsa- 
tious of molecules and unravels the 
secret of the whirling nebula, is no 
creature af a day, but a child of the 
yniyerse, the heir of all the ages, in 
whose making and perfecting is to be 
found the consummation of God’s crea- 
tive work. 

“Passing of the Empires,’’ by Prof. 
Maspero, is the third and last volume of 
his great work on the history of the 
Oriental world from the earliest time to 
the victories of Alexander the Gref&t; it 
contains hundreds of illustrations in the 
bigheak style and drawn from many 
sources. 

Abraham Lincoln, in two volumes, by 
Ida Tarbell, is a valuable addition to 
our Lincolniana. The new material col- 
lected will add considerably to our 
knawiedge of Lincoln’s life. No attempt 
has been made to cover the history of 
Lincain’s times, only as it may serye to 
trace the development of his mind, aud 
illustrate his moral qualities, It is 
Lincoln the man, as seen by his fellows 
and revealed by his own acts and words, 
that the author has tried to picture. 

The last two of the Statesman series, 

Charles Francis Adams and Charles 
Sumner, complete the set of twenty-tive 
volumes. ‘These are remarkable in the 
Amount of valuable information con- 
tained, uniform in size, attractive in 
binding, and engravings. ‘The — series 
begins with Benjamin Franklin, the first

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O1VIL SERVICE. 

It seems that the Chief Engineers 
of the State have petitioned the Legis- 
lature to exempt their cities from civil 
service fire examinations, which is a 
step in the right direction and merits 
the support of everyone. Other City 
Departments should follow the excel- 
lent example set by the Fire Chiefs and 
move to free their operations from the 
odious Civil Service law, and still more 
odious exactions of the State Commis- 
sion, 

In alate issue of the Boston Post 
James A. Jones showed up the Civil 
Service law in its true character, and 
we can do our readers no better service 
than to recommend to them a careful 
perusal of his letter, which closes after 
this fashion : 

“The cities of this State should 
have ‘home rule’ in this matter as in 
others. ‘The best way to appoint fire- 
men is to have the Chief Engineer 
nominate them as substitutes, then ip 
due time as regulars subject to confirm- 
ation by the Aldermen. If the Alder- 
men can be trusted to expend hundreds 
of thousands of the city’s money and 
run all other departments they can be 
trusted to do this, As the Commis- 
sion has extended their classified ser- 
vice to include highway laborers shovel- 
ling gravel, why wouldn’t it be a good 
idea to extend the same to domestic 
servants and give the public the benefit 
of their profound learning and discern- 
ment? ‘They could have examinations 
in dish washing and ironing. This 
would serve to keep them out of mis- 
chief and give them an excuse for 
drawing their salaries and their clerks 
employment in massing statistics and 
tables.” 


NO LICENSE. 


The Boston papers of ‘Tuesday morn 
ing contained reports of 54 annual 
Town Meetings held the day before in 
this State. Of these 88 voted ‘*No”’ 
on the license question, 6 Yes,” and 
the balance gave uo figures. It was a 
good day's work for the cause of pro- 
hibition which the people of those 
towns did last Monday. 

All of the Towns close to this city 
voted against license, the most of them 
by majorities larger than ever before 
Winchester’s vote was, for license 122 
against 392. Reading cast 32 ballots 
for rum, and 472 against it, which en- 
titles that sterling temperance town to 
the banner. Arlington went ‘Yes’ 
213, **No” 485. Lexington voted 290 
for license, and 316 against it. Wil 
mington gave 102 majority against 
legalized traffic in intoxicating liquors.

The sun was just setting, writes a 
naturalist, when I returned, slightly 
fatigued, from several miles’ ride on 
my wheel, As is my custom on re 
turning home, 1 took the garden hose 
and turned water Into a great trench 
Which had been dug around a maple 
tree for the purpose of holding water 
a sufficient time to permit the dirt ad 
Jacent to the roots to become thorough- 
ly soaked, 

Sitting down near the tree to rest, 
my attention was soon attracted to a 
group of small ants rushing hither and 
thither In an endeavor to excape. The 
bottom of the circular diteh being cov- 
ered, about 20 of the ants sought safe- 
ty on a large clod of earth, At first 
they were scattered about over the 
highest part of the little mound and to 
all appearances were indifferent as to 
their surrounndings, 

After a little one of the number pro 
ceeded leisurely around the little Is- 
land, and after finishing the circuit it 
hurried back to Its companions, It ap- 
peared that they then for the first time 
realized that they were surrounded by 
water. The survey was repeated sey- 
eral times in quick succession. The 
group of ants gathered more closely to- 
gether aud seemed to be in a state of 
restless anxiety. 

As the water rose the circult grew 
less, the vigil more earnest and the ex- 


citement more intense with each re- 
turn of the sentinel. They rushed 
about over each other in a terrible 


state of agitation, for the water was 
rapidly approaching. There was now 
hardly room for them to stand on—just 
a little white, and that would be soon 
under water. They ceased struggling, 
settled down into motionless inactivity 
and seemed entirely resigned to their 
fate. 

I picked up a little stick and Inid it 
across the water to the point where 
the ants were. They seemed dazed 
and did not instantly tnke advantage 
of the means of escape afforded them.

They both retraced their steps, 
and the work of rescue began, The 
rest seemed passive, entirely subservl- 
ent to the will of these two. Bach, 
with a companion, hastened out to a 
place of safety. 

The small one was tnuch the more 
active, she rescuing about three to the 
larger’s two. ‘Time was precious, as 
the water was rapidly rising. It wouid 
soon be running around the outer end 
of the stick, and the island was melt- 
ing away. One by one they were tak- 
en out, the guide accompanying the 
rescued one each time to a place of se- 
curity. Why they did not all follow 
the first one out when he returned puz- 
zled me, but they did not. The smaller 
ant now hurried forth witb the last 
one. Still he was not content and rush- 
ed back in search of others, 

The little hillock was now melted 
away, and he turned to seek safety for 
himself. He did not seem as much con- 
cerned as before. He did not hasten 
on as when conscious of rescuing oth- 
ers. The water was running around 
the stick. The last avenue of escape 
seemed closed to bim forever. He went 
to the highest point and settled down 
perfectly still, His previous conduct 
convinced me that he now fully real- 
ized that the case was hopeless as far 
as he was concerned. 

Must the bravest of them all thus die 
when he could have easily made his es- 
cape long ago? He willingly risked his 
own life that he might save others. 
Could a more genuine example of hero- 
ism be found in human annals? Could 
& more striking example of brotherly 
love and unselfish devotion be shown? 
Could a more earnest solicitude for the 
life of others be instanced? 1 think 
not. Within his own power this little 
insect had no possible means of escape. 
He did not fear death; neither did he 
die, but he was last to escape. 

I lifted the stick from the water and 
laid it on the ground. He crawled bhur- 
riedly away to bis companions, whom 
he had so recently torn from the grasp 
of death, Whatever | may have done 
for them, I can but feel that In this ex- 
ample the little bero ant did much 
more for me.—St. Louls Globe-Demo- 
crat.

Teeth and Eyesight, 

It is nota generally understood fact 
that the condition of the teeth has 
much to dowith the health, beauty and 
usefulness of the eyes. That an ulcerated 
tooth will often cause extreme inflam- 
mation of the eyes is true, and a case is 
reported of almost total blindness caused 
by the teeth crowding together. A half 
grown boy, who had complained of al- 
luust incessant uneasiness in his jaws 
and had been visited with periodical at- 
tacks of the most violemt toothache, re- 
tired one night in his usual condition, 
but upon awakening the next morning 
it was discovered that he was blind 
The eyes presented a unnatural 
appearance and the countenance was 
strained and distressed. After a good 
deal of investigation it was decided to 
remove some of his teeth and see if this 
would afford relief. Six teeth were ex- 
tracted and the boy was given sedative 
treatment, After a fow days the sight 
became normal aud there has been no re- 
turn of the difficulty. Children who ap 
pear to have too many teeth should be 
carefully looked after, especially if they 
complain of their eyes in any way 
Sometimes the symptoms are only seo 
oudary, but an acute diagnostician will 
speedily detect the exact state of the 
case,—New York Ledger,

On Thursday evening, March 8, the 
City Council were called together i 
special session to act on the following 
order from the Finance Committee : 

‘In the event of the passage of 
House Bill 585, now pending in the 


General Court, the City Treasurer is 
authorized to issue the notes of the 
City to an amount not exceeding 


$15,000, in such sums, and for such 
times as the Mayor may direct, the 
proceeds of same to be at the disposal 
of the Mayor and the City Council for 
highway or park improvement in as 
sociation with the work contemplated 
in said bill.” 

The original order provided that the 
$15,000 should be expended on Pleasant 
and Canal streets and Lake avenue, the 
principal part, of course, on Canal 
street. 

The friends of the boulevard scheme 
were anxious that this report of the 
Finance Committee should be accepted 
and adopted that evening that it might 
be used as a lever at the Legislative 
hearing today. Alderman James R, 
Wood objected to its consideration and 
moved a postponement, He hoped that 
if money was to be appropriated for 
highway work it would be used where 
it was more needed than in boulevard 
work. ‘The people demand better 
roads, yet boulevards are hardly nec 


a. 


sary just at present. He suggested 
that Woburn get out of the Metro- 


politan District. After warning the| 
Council to move slowly, he moved that 
the matter be tabled. 

Alderman Conn said the proposed | 
boulevard is a way to go nowhere. At) 
present such a way would be of no | 
benefit to anybody, as it has no objec: | 
tive point. He thought Woburn is not 
ready for the expense. President Blod- 
gett then pleaded for favoruble action, 
but the order was tabled—yeas, Car-

Dr. Frank W. (Grayes. 


About 7.45 o’clock Tuesday morn- 
ing, March 13, 1900, Dr. Frank W. 
Graves suddenly and painlessly passed 
away immediately after setting down to 
breakfast at his residence, No. 36 
Pleasant street, this city. The cause 
of his death was valvular heart trouble 
with which he had been afflicted some 
years, but vot seriously until a twelve- 
month ago. Of late, however, attacks 
have warned him of a possible fatal 
termination at any time, aod he has 
favored himself in his professional 
work so far as able to do so. Still he 
bas seldom failed to respoud to # call, 
aud less than a week before bis death 
he told the writer of this that be wae 
fully aware of physical condition, un- 
derstood the danger of his case, but it 
was his ambition, aod he intended, to 
‘die in harness.” His father died in 
the same house some 16 years ago of 
the same diseuse, and equally suddenly. 


Between 4 and 5 o'clock ‘Tuesday 
moroing Dr. Graves was summond to 
attend Mr. Edgar Ellis who had bad an 
arm broken the evening before aud re- 
sponded to the call. Arrangements 
were made for him to accompany Mr. 
Ellis to the Massachusetts General 
Hospital ut 9 o’clock that morning. 
He returned to his home and in due 
time sat douwo to the breakfast table 
and although unusually pale appeared 
to be in yood spirits. He partook of 
the first course aud was on the point of 
proceeding with the meal when his 
head dropped to his breast and when 
Dr. S. W. Kelley, who was hastily 
summond, arrived life bad fled. Many 
times hoe had expressed the desire to 
leave this world just as he at last did. 


Comparatively few people were 
aware ol the precarious condition of 
Dr. Graves’s health and when the 
word of his death went about at 8 
o'clock Tuesday moruing it produced a 


great shock in this community. He was} 


widely known aud universally liked, 
and maoy people sincerely mourn his 
loss. 

Dr. Graves was the son of Willard 
and Elizabeth Graves, born at Rumuey, 
N. H., June 26, 1842. When but a 
lad his father moved to Boston where 
he held a position in the Custom 
House. He was sent to school at 
Barre, Vt, Nashua, N. H., and the 
Chapman Hali School in Boston, aud 
fiually graduated from the University 
of Vermont. After graduating he 
studied medicine with Dr. Charles F. 
Gage at Nashua, N. H., at the time 
when Rev. Dr. March now of Woburn 
was pastor of achurch there Finish- 
ing his medical studies he began prac 
tice at Warner, N. H., and subsequent-

It was a notable event and 
he always dwelt ov the memory of it 
with pleasure. He also visited with 
his Company wany American and 
Canadian cities. But be loved best to 
go over the old Virginia battlefields and 
live again among the scenes and events 
of 1861-5, iu which he took an honor- 
able aud patriotic part. 


Dr. Graves was a skilful physician, 
faithful aud sympathetic in his practice, 
and enjoyed the confidence and respect 
of bis patients, with the result of win- 
ning au enviable professional standing 
aod securing a large and lycrative prac- 
tice, which he has retained and in- 
creased to the present time. He was 
equally fortunate in gaining and keep- 
ing the friendship and esteem of all 
with whom he came in contact. 

The funeral was hold at 38 30 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon at the lute home ot 
the deceased and was largely attended 
by citizens, people of Boston, members 
of organizations to which he belouged,

Scientific Safe “Cracking,” 

Tn the experiments made in a burgla- 
rious Way, among others, a $3,000 
equfre safe of the most approved con 
struction was attacked by inserting in 
the crevice about the locked door 
48-10 ounces of nitroglycerin, and in 
elght minutes after the operation of 
loading was begun the charge was 
fired, with the result that the whole of 
the jamb below the door was blown 
out and a hole made in the door of suf- 
ficient size to admit the hand and arm, 
while the doors and divisions of the 
interlor compartinents were completely 
shattered. On repeating the operation 
with 444 ounces of forcite dynamite the 
door was completely torn off. 

Among experiments made to demon- 
strate the resistance of structures to 
attack by a mob was one upon a safe 
20 Inches cube, with walls 4% inches 
thick, made up of plates of iron and 
steel, which were re-enforced on each 
edge so as to make It highly resisting, 
yet when a hollow charge of dynamite 
94, pounds in welght and untamped 
was detonated on It a hole three inches 
In diameter was blown clear through 
the wall, though a solid cartridge of

The defeat of the order to appro- 
priate $15,000 in aid of the proposed 
boulevard somewhere along the banks 
of Horn Pond by the City Council, on 
Thursday evening, March 15, virtually 
carried with it Mayor Davis's unpopu- 
lar scheme beautifying Arlington 
Road at the expense of the city. To 
be sure, an adjourned Legislative hear- 
ing on the boulevard question is to be

held today at the State House, but 
with a record of the vote of the City 
Council before them the Legislative 


Committee can hardly be expected to 


regard with much favor the petition 
which they have been called upon to 
consider, 


Aldermen’ Wood, Winn, Conn, Gol- 
den, Dickson, Greaney and Dolan put 
up a strong fight at the Council meeting 


on March 15 against the passage of 
the $15,000 order, and finally won 
their case in good shape. They had

There was 
a fine audience and President Lounsbury 
performed the duties of host in «a 
manner that pleased everybody.

leaping into the sea to avoid death by 
burning. The reception of Admiral 
Cervera and Capt. Eulate of the Vis- 
enya as they came over the side of the 
Towa, prisoners of war, was told with 
thrilling effect, aud the kindness of the 
American sailors to the Spanish was 
also dwelt upou. Referring to Lieut 
Hobson and his Merrimac exploit Chap 
Hoes said he knew the man thoroughly, 
considered him a hero, and no ‘*kiss- 
ing” stories can affect hia high regard 
forthe brave officer.

subject of this notice died in Danvers 
after a long illness. His death was not 
unexpected and bis wife and children, 
who reside here, were not surprised 
when the news of his condition reached 
them ‘Tuesday morning. The wife 
immediately repaired to Dauvers and 
was with her husband when eud came. 

David F. Moreland was born in 
South Boston in August, 1857, and 
came to Woburn with his parents when 
only about a year old. He attended 
the public schools here and after the 
usual course graduated from Mt. St. 
Mary’s University, Montreal, Canada. 

After leaving that institution Mr. 
Moreland returned to Woburn, but 
shortly after went into one of the South 
ern States in the employ of au express 
company. After a year or more he 
came back to Woburn, and was ep- 
gaged asa leather worker. He was 
married to Martha E, Fay on Jan. 1, 
1884. When the city was incorporated 
he was elected Clerk, which position 
he filled three years. He served in the 
Legislature one term, and was a mem- 
ber of the School Board tor a term. 
During the period when the Knights of 
Labor were prominent Mr. Moreland 
was a ceaseless worker, and his reputa- 
tion became widespread, even extending 
into the Western States. He was at 
one time Grand Master Workman of 
the Leather Workers’ Assembly, and 
was sought for in matters. of arbitra- 
tion. Gov. Greenhalge appointed him 
a member of the Labor Commission 
where he did good work. He was a 
Democrat in politics. 

After leaving the city’s employ he 
engaged in writing books dealing with 
the residential and business advantages 
of municipalities. His latest work was 
prepared on the city of Lowell. A 
widow and four children survive.

In some cases pneumonia has 
followed the grip, but they have nearly 
all yielded to medical treatment and the 
patients have survived. The JouRNAL 
hopes that the city has got over the} 
worst of it, but the disease still main- 
tains its hold more generally and with 
greater tenacity among our people thau 
is entirely agreeable tothem. But this | 
community is not an exception.

Dr. Bartlett, 


On Tuesday ferenoon, March 27, news 
came to this city that Dr. George P. 
Bartlett had just died at a hospital in 
Boston. It had been learned that he 
was extremely low from an abscess ov 
the brain and that his death might be 
expected at any hour. He had sutfered 
from the abseess but a few days, but 
its progress was rapid, and what was at 
tirst considered of no importance by the 
Doctor soon assumed alarming features 
and ba Sa ended fatally. 

Dr. Bartlett and family were passing 
the winter and spring in Boston where 
he had a sanitarium, but retained pos- 
session of their pleasant home here. To 
the family, consisting of a wife and two 
children, Dr, Samuel D. Bartlett, and 
Miss Madeline A. Bartlett, the Artist, 
the sudden death of the husband and 
father was a terrible blow. They have 
the deepest sympathy of the peeple of 
Woburn. 

George P. Bartlett was born in Maine 
while his mother was making a visit 
there about 50 years ago, but bis home 


until he settled in Woburn about 1878 
was in Winchester, where his parents 
lived, 

After a thorough medical training in 


the best schools, and spending some 
time at the Massachusetts General Hos- 
pital, and receiving his deploma, Dr. 
Bartlett began the practice of his pro- 
fession in this town and has continued 
it and his residence here ever since. He 
was always regarded as a skilful physi- 
cian, and in the science of surgery stood 
high. Governor Russell appointed him 
a member of the State Board of Pension 
Surgeons, an oflice which he filled with 
credit. Some years ago ho was a mem- 
ber of the Woburn School Board, and 


always took a deep interest in local 
educational matters. In National and 
State politics he was a Democrat, but 


always acted independently in municipal 
elections, 

For more than 20 years, Dr. Bartlett 
had been prominent here in his profes- 


sion, in politics, and in society, and he 
will be missed and mourned by many 
people.
